ON RENTS SAID 10 
BE DEBATABLE:

Asserts 


‘Law Professor 
Question of Legality Is 
Noi ‘So Final’ — Urges 
Ultimate Decision Be 
Made in Courts. 


A city rent law is “a sufficiently 
detatable matter to warrant call- 
ing a special session of the Board 
of Aldermen to consider it,” Elmer 
E. Hilpert, professor of constitu- 
tional law at Washington Univer- 
sity, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 


porter last night. 

“If the board members come to 
the conclusion that there is at 
least a substantial reason to sup- 
pose that the measure is constitu- 
tional, then there should be no 
objection to their enacting it,” he 
asserted. 

Hilpert emphasized that he had 
not studied the question sufficient- 
ly to write an opinion and there- 
fore was not urging’ adoption of 
a rent control ordinance, although, 
he remarked, it seemed socially de- 


sirable. 

“The question should be placed 
where it can be formally settled— 
in the hands of the courts,” he 
said. 

He said he did not think the 
matter was “so final” that Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann should accept 
City Counselor George L. Stemm- 
ler’'s opinion as the ultimate de- 
cision. “Stemmler is not the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri,” he re- 
marked. 

Plea for Session Declined, 


On the acB&ice of Stemmier, 
Mayor Kaufmann declined to call 
a special session of the Board of 
Aldermen or take any other ac- 
tion to obtain city control of 
rents. After the Mayor’s an- 
nouncement, nine aldermen, in- 
cluding one Republican, told the 
Post-Dispatch they still favor a 
special session. 

Aldermam-Aléred-3.-Harris, wh" 
is leading the drive for city rent 
control, criticized Mayor Kauf- 
mann last night for planning a 
week's vacation in Minnesota “at 
a time when this rent control 
question is at a crucial stage.” 

Harris welcomed the support of 
Prof. Hilpert, saying he agreed 
fully that the courts should de- 
cide the legality of a municipal 
rent contro! law. 

Hilpert’s statement followed 
that of Walter Dakin Williams, 
instructor in constitutional law at 
St. Louis University, who wrote 
that there is “ample legal author- 
ity” to indicate that St. Louis has 
the power to enact a rent control 
ordinance. 

“The only way a definite conclu- 


sion may be had is through an|W 


actual adjudication of the problem 
in the courts of the state,” Wil- 
liams wrote. 

“That a rent control ordinance 
may be within the city’s police 
power is substantiated by a quo- 
tation from American jurispru- 
dence: “The rule is now settled 
that the relation of landlord and 
tenant in an emergency caused by 
an insufficient supply of dwellings 
and apartments so grave as to 
constitute a serious menace to the 
health, morality, comfort and even 
the peace of the people may be 
so affected by the public interest 
as to render it subject to a regula- 
tion by the exercise of the police 
power.’” 

If the Mayor and the aldermen 
determined that an emergency 
exists. he continued, “weight 
would necessarily be given to their 
determination by the courts. ... 
‘The City of New York has already 
acted to pass such legislation.”

The action came on a vote after 
nearly eight hours of debate and 
months of ‘consideration.

As now drafted, the measure 
would merge the present War and 
Navy cabinet posts into a single 
Secretary of Defense, create a 
powerful, new, policy-making De- 
fense Council and set up a new 
Department of Air. 

As Representative Wilson 
(Dem.), Texas, put it: “The bill 
more properly could be termed a 
coordination instead of unification 
measure.” Representative Latham 
(Rep.) New. York, agreed, saying 
it provided for “unity at the top, 
but disunification, multiplication 
and complexities at the bottom.” 

Before final passage, the House 
accepted an amendment to guar- 
antee, in ironclad language, Navy 
retention of its air arm—the eyes 
and advance stwiking arm of the 
fleet— both carrier planes and 
land-based aircraft plus the re- 
sponsibility for anti-submarine 
warfare. 

Another house amendment re- 
quires appointment of a civilian 
to the $14,000-a-year job as di- 
rector of the Office of Central 
Intelligence to be set up under the 
bill. Representative Brown (Rep.), 
Ohio, said the American people 
were worried over possibility of a 
military “super” government.

Make Vacc 
Designed to End Tuberculosis 
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CHICAGO, July 19 (UP)—The 
University of Dlinois announced 
today that it will *manufacture 
for nation-wide distribution a tu- 
berculosis vaccine which some 
scientists belleve may some day 
eliminate the disease as one of 
the worst killers. 

Dr, Andrew C. Ivy, physiologist 
and university vice president in 
charge of. professional colleges 
and hospitals, said the serum, 
known as BCG, can be manufac- 
tured at a cost of only half a cent 
a dose. 

If funds are sufficient, the uni- 
versity hopes to provide the vac- 
cine to city, state and federal 
health agencies free of charge. 
|No date was announced for in- 
-auguration of the project. 
said BCG, déveloped in 
‘France from live tuberculosis 
germs, gives great’ hope for 
stamping out the disease, which 
kills more persons in the 18 to 40 
age group than any other ailment 
and is seventh on the list of all

The State of Illinois has author- 
ized construction of a °$361,000 
institution for tuberculosis preven- 
tion on the Chicago campus of the 
university, at which the nation’s 
entire supply of BCG will be pro- 
duced, 

Doctors have debated the value 
of BCG for many years, but Chi- 
cago researchers are convinced 
that it prevents tuberculosis and 
is harmless. Tests made on 9000 
persons in the Chicago area in 
the last 10 years “took” on 99.7

Accepts House Measure 
Which Allows Redemp- 
tion of Securities Val- 
ued at $1,800,000,000 
on Sept. 1. 


WASHINGTON, July 19 (UP)— 
The Senate passed legislation late 
today to permit about 8,500,000 
war veterans to cash $1,800,000,- 
000 in terminal leave bonds after 
next Sept. 1. 

The Senate accepted the House- 
approved bill without amendment, 
85 to 0, and sent the bill to the 
White House. It was the most im- 
portant of several veterans’ bene- 
fit bills considered at a special 
Saturday session. 

As issued under legislation 
passed last year, the bonds were 
redeemable after five years. The 
new bill would allow them to be 
cashed anytime after Sept. 1. 
Bonds of about $1,800,000,000 face 
value have been issued to 8,500,- 
000 enlisted veterans. About 
2,500,000 eligible for the bonds 
have not filed claims. 

If those claims are filed, 
total value of the bonds will be 
approximately $2,500,000,000. Un- 
der the new bill, the deadline for 
filing claims was extended for one 
year to Sept. 1, 1948. Future 
Claimants may request a cash set- 
tlement. . 

Redemption of the bonds will 
reduce the public debt by an 
equivalent amount,

The bond bill was passed after 
the Senate had approved, by voice 
vote, a bill to increase the sub- 
sistence allowances for veterans 
attending schools and _ colleges. 
This measure now goes to the 
House, 

The school subsistence bill 
would cost about $217,000,000 a 
year. It would increase the sub- 
sistence allowance for single vet- 
erans from $65 to $75 a month, 
for married veterans from $90 to 
$105, and for married veterans 
with children from $90 to $120.

British Admiralty Tells of Circumstances of 
Unsuccessful Attempt by Generals 
to Assassinate Hitler. 


LONDON, Sunday; July 20 (AP) 
'~More than 4980 Germans were 
shot, hanged or tortured to death 
in a reign of terror which fol- 
lowed the unsuccessful attempt to 
‘assassinate Adolf Hitler July 20, 
(1944, the British Admiralty an- 
nounced today. 

| “The terror which followed (the 
attempt) was one of the worst 
| that Hitler ever organized against 
his own people,” the Admiralty 
said in a report based on German 
naval documents captured during 
the war by British and American 
intelligence officers, 

“The revolt ,.was essentially 
revolt from the top,” the report 
stated. “It was impossible under 
‘the regime of (Heinrich) Himm- 
ler‘s Gestapo for ordinary people 
‘to take part.” 

Beginning of Revolt. 
| The report traced the beginning 
of the revolt, led by Col. Gen. Lud- 
‘wig Beck, back to 1938 when Beck 
resigned as chief of staff in pro- 
tect against the intended invasion 
of Czechoslovakia.

RECORD-BREAKING EXPORTS 
OF U.S. COAL LAST 12 MONTHS 


WASHINGTON, July 19 (UP) — 
John R. Steelman, assistant to the 


President, reported today that the 
United States exported a “record- 
breaking” amount of coal in the 
last 12 months to help the world 
recover from the war. 

He said the shipments, 29,837,- 
000 long tons of coal and coke, 
amounted to 5 per cent of this na- 
tion’s domestic output during that 
period.

Kenneth C. Royall, a veteran of 
both World Wars, was confirmed 
by the Senate tonight as Secretary 
of War to succeed Robert P. Pat- 
terson, under whom he served as 
Under Secretary. 

The nomination was approved 
without dissent, after Senators 
from both sides of the aisle 
praised his abilities and predicted 
he would meet the needs of his 
office.

Orders to the army and 
proclamations were issued by ‘the 
revolutionaries, but were counter- 
manded by generals loyal to Hitler. 
Confusion reigned for two days,

The revolt ended officially Aug. 
8 “when amidst the blare of Goeb- 
bels’s propaganda those leaders 
who had not yet been shot or 
tortured to death’ were brought 
before the people’s court and tried 
for high treason,” the report said. 

“The verdict and sentence were 
previously ordered by Hitler, and 
Goerdeler, Witzleben, Hoepner, 
Von Schulenberg and Von Moltke 
were either hanged or shot—Von 
Moltke-in spite of the fact that 
alone among the revolutionaries 
he had refused to countenance 
the death of Hitler because of 
his religious scruples against the 
taking of life.

Denfeld, commander 
chief of the Pacific fleet, will 
serve as administrator under an 
executive order terminating mili- 
tary government tn the islands 
and setting up an interim civil 
administration under the Navy 
pending enactment of a permanent 
organic law. , 

Plans Suggestions, 

The President, in a statement, 
said suggestions for such a law 
will be presented to Congress next 
year. He asked the State Depart- 
ment to draw up a permanent 
plan transferring administration 
to a civilian “gency of the gov- 
ernment “at the earliest prac- 
ticable date.” 3 

Announcement of the Presi- 
dent’s signature of the enabling 
act and his executive order was 
not made until today. 

Thus, for the first time this 
country becomes a_ trusteeship 
power, Following the first World 
War, the League of Nations set 
up mandates for conquered terri- 
tory, but the United States did 
not become a mandate power. The 
United Nations Security Council 
approved the trusteeship system— 
proposed by the United States— 
last April. 

Adm, Denfeld will continue as 
Pacific Fleet commander while 
serving as high commissioner. 
The 56-year-old Westboro (Mass.) 
officer is a veteran of the Pacific 
War, having commanded a battle 
ship division in the Okinawa and 
Japanese home islands campaigns. 

He became Pacific Fleet chief 
last January. Prior to that he 
headed the Bureau of Navy Per- 
sonnel and directed demobilization 
of such personnel after the war. 

Recalls Previous Action. 

In his statement the President 
recalled that he had approved last 
month recommendations agreed 
upon by the Secretaries of State, 
War, Navy and Interior for future 
administration of Guam, American 
Samoa, and the trust territory. 

“Accordingly,” he said, “I have 
issued an executive order termi- 
nating military government in the 
trust territory and delegating re- 
sponsibility for civil administra- 
tion on -an interim basis to the 
Navy Department, pending trans- 
fer to a civilian department or 
ngency of the Government at the 
earliest practicable date.” 

He said it is this Government’s 
intention to “carry out in full” the 
obligations toward the island na- 
tives and toward the United Na- 
tions as called for in the agree- 
ment between the United States 
and the Security Council, 

While the Navy is given interim 
control of the islands, the Presi- 
dent’s order provides that the au- 
thority granted the United States 
to close any areas for security rea- 
sons shall be exercised jointly by 
the Secretary of the Navy and the 
Secretary of State.

WASHINGTON, July 19—Amer- 
ican intelligence appears to be 
declining at the rate of 5 points 
every 50 to 60 years, the Bulletin 
of the Population Reference Bu- 
reau says, thereby creating dan- 
gerous political and economic 
problems. 

The decline, writes Director Guy 
Irving Burch of this private sci- 
entific foundation, is due to the 
wide difference in birth rates be- 
tween the upper and lower eco- 
nomic groups and in opportunity 
and environment. 

“The lowest third of our popu- 
lation is having about twice as 
many children as the _ highest 
third,” he says. College-educated 
women past child-bearing age 
have averaged one and one half 
children as against four and one 
third children for women who had 
only one to four years of grade 
school. 


Burch writes, “there are no exact. 
scientific means of measuring the | 
inborn intelligence of human be- | 
ings. If all individuals experienced | 
equality of opportunity, intelli- 
gence might be measured with a 
high degree of accuracy, but it 
goes without saying that individ- 
uals do not have the same envir- 
onment and opportunity. 
“Borderline feeble-minded and} 
dull. and backward parents do| 
have much~ larger families than 
parents with I1.Q, ratings that are| 
considered normal or superior.” | 
Burch says poor environment | 
does not necessarily mean low in-| 
telligence. There are many in the | 
lowest third who are more intelli- 
gent than persons in the highest} 
third. “But, taken as a whole, |

DUTCH AUTHORITY 
REPURTED GIVEN 


FOR WAR IN INDIES 


“As far as we can discover,”| Van Mook Said to Have 


Been Told He Can ‘Fix 
the Moment’ for Con- 
flict After Tuesday. 


AMSTERDAM, July 19 (UP) — 
Reliable sources said today that 
The Netherlands Government had 
authorized Dr. Hubertus J. Van 
Mook, acting governor general of 
the East Indies, to “fix the mo- 
ment” for war against the Indo 
nesian republic. any time after 
Tuesday. 7 

The Government summoned the 
lower chamber of the Dutch Par- 
liament back to The Hague for a 
special session Wednesday to hear 
a statement about Indonesia. Par- 
liament is on summer vacation. 

The only official word on the 
delicate situation was a Dutch 
Government spokesman’s state- 
ment that Holland, financially and 
otherwise, could not afford long 
to delay a decision on the Indo- 
nesian question. He said the Ling- 
gardjati agreement of last March 
27, which laid the foundation for 
a United States of Indonesia with- 
in the Dutch empire, still would 
rule the Government's actions. 

But, he added, recognition of 
the sovereignty of Indonesia was 
impossible at this point. 

The sources that reported Van 
Mook had been instructed he could 
order the 98,000-man Dutch Army, 
Navy and Air Force of the East 
into action after Tuesday 
said this indicated that The Neth- 
erlands Government had not en- 
tirely given up hope that a full 
dress war could be avoided. 

By threatening war, the Nether- 
lands Government hoped to force 
the Indonesian Republic into 
making a move- toward peace, 
they said. In this connection, it 
was said that the only acceptable 
thing now was for the Indone- 
sians to accept unconditionally a 
Dutch order to issue a cease-fire 
order, 

This order also included provi- 
siong Sket—the Indonesians were to 
stop all hostile propaganda against 
Holland and to move their army, 
estimated at about 200,000 men. 
but poorly armed compared with 
the Dutch, back six miles from 
the frontier that separates terri- 
tory under Indonesian control and 
that under control of the Dutch 
armed forces 

In answer to this order, the In- 
donesians had gaid that all ac- 
tions under it should be mutual — 
both sides should issue a cease- 
fire order and both sides should 
stop putting out hostile propa- 
ganda and pull back six miles 
from the frontier. 

The Dutch had accused the In- 
donesians of violating 1000 times 
a truce signed last October.

KINSEY SAYS CITY

Agency Rejection of 


Hampton Avenue Field 
Apparently knocks Out 
Considerable Part of 
Program. 


The city of St. Louis will be 
forced to change its plans for an 
adequate airport system because 
of the refusal of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration to approve 
construction of a field for feeder 
line and private planes at Hamp- 
ton and Columbia’ avenues, Milton 
M. Kinsey, chairman of the Mu- 


nicipal Airport Commission, told’ 


the Post-Dispatch yesterday. 


“I haven't had a chance to study 
the CAA report thoroughly,” Kin- 
sey said. “But the decision as 
to the Hampton avenue site ap- 
parently will cause a considerable 
alteration of the city’s airport 
pians.” 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, Kin- 
sey and other~city officials had 
relied upon the Hampton avenue 
Site to give the city an airport 
close to a center of population 
which would be adequate for mod- 
erate-sized planes. Kinsey said 
the site might still be considered 
for use by personal planes only. 

If the Hampton site were aban- 
doned, it would have the effect 
of terminating part of the city’s 
program for airports within the 
city limits which is not already 
in effect. Ross Airport, one of 
three planned within the city, al- 
ready is in operation at 7700 North 
Broadway, and may be enlarged. 
A committee of the Board of Al- 
dermen killed a bill which would 
Ihave authorized formation of and 
condemnation of land for a per- 
sonal field at Morganford road 
and the River des Peres. 

At the Hampton avenue site, 

insey pointed out, a total ex- 
Ppenditure of about $1,500,000 had 
been planned, exclusive of land 
osts. A federal grant of $600,000 
had been requested of the CAA. 

Three paved landing strips, rang- 
ing in length from 2000 to 3000 
feet, had been plenned, together 
rith other necessary facilities to 

ake the field suitable for non- 
scheduled commercial flying. The 
site was chosen because of accept- 
able glide paths, closeness to ar- 
erial highways and availability of 
he land, little of which is now oc- 
upied by buildings. 

The chief objections to the site

LOSS IN NEW FLOOD: 
DAMAGE REPORT 


Continued From Page One. 
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in the three-state area was includ- 
ed. Musser eliminated this in the 
revised report, because the Soil 
Conservation Service decided ¢o 
deal only with soi] and crop 
losses. Such flood damages as 
those to the cities and towns are 
included in Weather Bureau- 
Army engineer reports of tangible 
damages. 

Corn was by far the biggest 
item of crop losses shown in the 
report. The floods in these and 
other states of the national grain 
basket have had a serious effect 
on the corn suppiy and price sit- 
uation. For purposes of the re- 
port a conservative figure of 
$1.65 a bushel, field value, was 
used for corn. On the Chicago 
market yesterday the corn price 
was $2.16'4. 

The report showed loss of 1,- 
662,783 acres of corn in Misscuri- 
lowa-Llinois, with potential yield 
Calculated at 50 bushels to the 
acre. Thus the total loss on this 
crop was put at $129,000,000. 

Next biggest crop loss was 
oats—416,344 acres, at 35 bush- 
els to the acre, field value of 
75 cents a bushel, or $10,900,000. 
The Chicago market yesterday 
was $1.01% a bushel. 

Other crop losses were given 
@s follows: Hay, 213,799 acres, 
at «a ton and a half per acre at 
$20 a ton, $6,390,000, and pasture, 
264,227 acres at $5 an acre, $1,- 
320,000.

Comparison of Soil Loss. 

“Samples taken in areas where 
the most severe erosion occurred 
showed a total damage per acre 
on conservation farms of $1.34. 
On the other hand, and on the 
Same area, the cost to non-con- 
servative farms amounted to 
$26.99 per acre, These compara- 
tive figures take into account not 
only the soil loss—-one-third, of 
which could have been saved— but 
also the crop damage and actual 
land destroyed.

Washington Star Backs Kem’s 
Move for Justice Office Inquiry 


Says Charges of Senator Bear on Good Name 
of Official in Whom Public Should 
Have Highest Confidence. 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
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WASHINGTON, July 19— The 
Washington Evening Star, in its 
lead editorial last night, turned 
its attention to delay in acting on 
the Senate resolution for an in- 
vestigation of the manner in 
which the Department of Justice 
conducted its inquiry into primary 
election frauds in Kansas City 
last year.

the Senate passed and sent to 
President Truman a bill providing 
a 20 per cent increase in the pen- 
sions of veterans of the Civil and 
Spanish-American wars and their 
widows and children, The cost of 
the bill was estimated at $28,- 
938,600 for the first year.

Other provisions would insure , 
that not over 85 per cent of the 
mandatory usage requirement fall 
on the tire industry and that 
mandatory usage of special syn- 
thetic rubber suitable for inner 
tubes also be required for 4 per 
cent of the estimated total new 
rubber consumed each year. 


General purpose synthetic rub- 
ber, produced at present in the 
government-owned plants under 
contract with private industry, is 
sold at 18% cents a pound. The 
price of natural rubber, which was 
America’s No. 1 wartime bottle- 
neck, has now dropped to 14% 
cents a pound and there is an 
funabsorbed surplus in the world 
market. 

The munition board’s proposed 

legislation is designed to keep the 
domestic synthetic industry from 
drying up because its prices—at 
the present stage of development 
'—are higher than peacetime prices 
for natural rubber. 
From a wartime peak produc- 
tion rate of about 1,000,000 tons 
a year, American synthetic pro- 
‘duction had been cut to a present 
rate of about 600,000 tons annually 
by the decommissioning of high 
cost plants.

Planes Strafe Leftists. 


Government reports from the 
fighting front close to the Al- 
banian border indicated 1300 guer- 
rillas might be forced to give bat- 
tle west of Vovoussa, 20 miles 
northeast of Ioannina. 

Gen. Kalageropoulos, command- 
er of the Second Army Corps, said 
strafing planes killed more than 
100 men in one ravine, and ground 
forces had killed, captured or 
wounded more than 300. 

Brig. Stylianos Manidakis, speak- 
ing for the Greek General Staff 
‘at a news conference in Athens 
Friday night, declared there was 
no evidence of an effort to set up 
a free Communist state in Greece, 
and said no elements of an “in- 
ternational brigade” were fighting 
on the side of guerrillas engaged 
against Government forces in the 
northwest. 

Manidakis’s statement came im- 
mediately after a United Natiens 
field team flew to the battle zone 
and returned to report it had 
“heard little first-hand evidence” 
of an international brigade invad- 
ing from Albania. 

ut apparently not. satisfied 
with the team’s report, the full 
U.N, subsidiary commission moved 
into northwestern Greece today to 
carry out a further investigation. 

The U.N. group notified the Al- 
banian Government that it intend- 
ed to investigate the fighting 
around Konitsa and said it would 
visit both sides of the border.

RECORD FLOOD DAMAGE 
THIS YEAR EMPHASIZES 
NEED FOR ACTION NOW 


President Truman’s Call for Comprehensive Ten- 
Year Program for Entire Missouri- Mississippi 
Watershed and $250,000,000 to Start It Runs 
Into Same Political Obstructionism That Has 
Blocked All Previous. Efforts.

HE plight of the Missouri river valley, demonstrated forcefully and tragi- 
eally by the recent floods of record destructiveness, is now before the na- 
tion’s lawmakers. 

President Truman, jn his message to Congress last Wednesday, called em- 
phatically for flood control measures throughout the far-flung Missouri-Missis- 
sippi watershed. He urged that these be integrated with other plans for use 
and conservation of water resources so as to avoid conflict with ‘‘the desirability 
of the ultimate establishment of valley authorities.’’ He requested, as the first 
step, a 10-year flood control program, with the immediate appropriation of 
_ $250,000, 000 for the first year. 

Chairman John Taber of the House Appropriations Committee, powerful 
squeezer of the country’s purse, attacked the President’s proposal as ‘‘a scatter- 
fire and poorly-conceived plan.’’ Other leaders of the congressional Republican 
majority joined him in opposing the presidential program, in line with their 
party ’s demands for a big cut in the nation’s peacetime budget. 

Seemingly the movement to make a Jarge-scale attack on the Missouri Val- 
ley’s problem now must go over at least until next year, although a last-minute 
effort was started to get immediate action, The present congressional session 
is due to end shortly. The question may eyen become a vital issue in the 1948 
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this bill $187,356,000, but the House voted 
$157,541,800. 

The additional fund sought by the Presi- 
dent would be divided as follows: Missouri 
basin, $58,498,000; maintenance and im- 
provement of existing river and harbor work 
on the Missouri between Sioux City, Ia., and 
St. Louis, $10,000,000; Upper Mississippi, 
$30,686,000; Lower Mississippi, $51,000,- 
000: Ohio, $44,926,000; Red-Ouachita, 
$11,289,000; Arkansas-White, $30,062,000; 
Bureau of Reclamation, $10,000,000; Soil 
Conservation Service, $3,000,000. 

The Missouri valley has slightly more 
than a sixth of the country’s land area, 
but only a twentieth of the population. 


Constantly cited in contrast with its 
plight is the Tennessee valley, with a four- 
teenth of the land area and nearly a tenth 
of the population. The highly successful 
Tennessee Valley Authority, prototype of 
MVA, has received more than $677,000,000 
in congressional appropriations in its 14 
years’ existence. It fared better than the 
Missouri basin did in the last 47 years— 
better by more than $142,000,000.

Congress has treated the Missouri basin 
like a stepchild. 

This is the view alike of supporters of 
the pending proposal for a Missouri Valley 
Authority—which would undertake a co- 
ordinated solution of the valley’s whole 
plight—and those who favor the present 
Pick-Sloan plan. Pick-Sloan, set up in the 
course of the war to combine flood control, 
irrigation and navigation work, has been 
starved for funds so far. 


Only $73,120,000 So Far For 
$2, 000,000, ‘000 Pick-Sloan Plan. 


For work on Pick-Sloan in the last three 
years the Army’s Corps of Engineers and 
the Interior Department's Bureau of Recla- 
mation have received only $73,120,000. To- 
tal cost of Pick-Sloan by present estimates 
would be more than $2,000,000,000. Since 
1900 the Government has provided $461,- 
845.000 for other work in the Missouri 
basin, but this was for irrigation and navi- 
gation and some piecemeal.attacks ‘on the 
flood problem. 

Thus, since 1900, for all purposes, the 
Army and Reclamation have been given 
$534,965,000 for the Missouri basin. This 
has been spent on a partly completed sta- 
bilization of the navigation channel in the 
lower river and large scattered areas of 
irrigation in the upper basin. 

President Truman’s request for $250,- 
£00,000 for immediate flood control work 
throughout the Mississippi-Missouri water- 
shed would be in addition to the annual 
appropriation bill for 1947-48, pending in 
Congress. In connection with that bill, the 
Bureau of the Budget recommended for 
flood control in this watershed a figure 
presumed to be about $130,000,000. This 
breakdown has not been made public. The 
House voted $103,305,000% An adjust- 
ment, now under consideration by a Sen- 
ate committee, is expected to go to a con- 
ference committee.

High-Spot Summary: What 
Has and Has Not Been Done. 


A high-spot summary of the plight of the 
Missouri valley follows: 

Soil conservation, a vital necessity, is 
restricted and un-co-ordinated as part of 
any single basin-wide program. 

Only a bare start has been made on 
flood control. 

Hydro-electric power potentiality is 
not being fully developed. 

Mineral, forest, industrial and chem- 
urgical resources await development so 
that the big, but thinly populated upper 
end of the basin need no longer be only 
a producer of raw materials for the 
factories of the East. 

Production of fertilizers within the 
region is required. Diversification of 
farm products is desirable in various 
sections. 

The population, which dwindled be- 
fore and during the war, needs resto- 
ration. 

Impreved transportation is wanted. 
The western states urgently seek a bet- 
ter status in the national freight-rate 
structure. 

A solution is sought for the conflict- 
ing problems of this huge basin area, 
which has been cursed by devastating 
floods throughout the years in its lower 
end and hampered by its arid, unpro- 
ductive land in much of the upper end.

Pick-Sloan vs. MVA Issue 
Simply One of Administration. 


The issue between MVA and Pick-Sloan 
boils down to the simple question of ad- 
ministration. 

MVA would be a regional agency, fully 
responsible to the President and Congress, 
empowered and directed to get the aid of 
existing federal, state, Tocal and private 
agencies. 

Pick-Sloan is the job of a group of inde- 
pendent federal agencies, with the loosely 
authorized consultation of the 10 Missouri 
basin states. Fundamentally, it is a mefger 
of the plans of the Army engineers, dealing 
chiefly with flood control and navigation in 
the humid and semi-humid eastern end of 
the basin, and the Bureau of Reclamation, 
concerned especially with irrigation in the 
arid western end. Hydroelectric power is 
tossed in somewhat like an awkward 
country cousin.

Merely a Debating Society, 
Is Criticism of Interagency. 


Critics of Pick-Sloan have asserted that 
the Interagency Committee has become 
merely a debating society. It rotates its 
meetings—monthly or less often —- among 
the state capitals and devotes part of each 
session to the Pick-Sloan projects of the 
given state. The committee has served some 
useful functions, apart from any question as 
to whether it is successful as a co-ordinating 
body. It has brought many representatives 
of the various federal agencies and the 
states into closer friendly contaet. Also, it 
has provided opportunity to give the people 
of the several states detailed information 
on plans. 

However, the committee has adopted tn 
general the policy of not hearing protesting 
citizen delegations. It holds that time does 
not permit this and that it could not re- 
quire an agency concerned to change its 
plans anyway. | 

Study of the Interagency Committee min- 
utes shows only four major controversial 
matters on which it has acted. It passed 
on a conflict over height and size of the res- 
ervoir of the prospective Garrison Dam In 
North Dakota. It urged the Secretaries of 
War and Interior to act on relocating Indi- 
ans who will be displaced by Garrison Dam. 
It worked out a compromise on rival Army- 
Reclamation plans in eastern North Dakota. 
Under demands from Gov. Donnelly, it 
agreed to restudy Pick-Sloan plans for Mis- 
giving greater emphasis to soil con- 
servation. That restudy is still under war 
the original scheme for sets of big 
dams in Missouri, which met with much 
opposition, has been held up.

On Several Other Projects. 


Congress intervened to upset the commit- 
tee’s decision on the Garrison reservoir 
height. The Indian problem is not yet set- 
tled, and may be duplicated at other sites. 
Controversies are brewing as to other proj- 
ects. 

On a few occasions the Interagency 
Committee has been startled by internal 
criticism. Besides Gov. Donnelly’s spir- 
ited complaint on the Missouri plans, 
these have included warnings as follows: 

From a Fish and Wildlife Service man 
(Interior) that flood control and irriga- 
tion needs conflicted with animal and fish 
conservation; 

From a Federal Power Commission en- 
gineer that Pick-Sloan’s provision for 
hydro-electric power was less than a third 
of the area's potentiality; 

From a Forest Service man (Agricul- 
ture) that water source areas in the 
mountains needed better protection. 

Each of these polite critics, except the 
forceful Gov. Donnelly, was more or less 
obviously ignored.

When I was discharged I immediately 
enlisted in the A.A.F. reserves. I was 
eager to keep up my flying status. 

We reserves were told that a pro- 
gram was being enacted whereby all re- 
serves would be allowed to take 15 days 
of training during the summer. I can- 
celed my previous plans to enter sum- 
mer session at college and waited for 
my orders. 

Well, I finally got word through Scott 
Field, but it was to the effect that due 
to a cut in approprfations only a limited 
number of reserves would be able to 
take the training course—of the orginal 
number of 700 only 300 would be able 
te ro. 

As if to add 
amount of gasoline was cut from 30,000 
gallons to a mere 7000 gallons. I might 
add that you can get a good idea of 
just how much gas this is if I said.that 
One plane used a little more than 1000 
gallons on the average mission overseas. 

You can easily figure out the ulti- 
mate outcome of the policy now in 
effect. This declining reserve program 
cannot be blamed on the officers of the 
AAF. 

It goes directly back to the budget- 
cutting politicians, who are thinking of 
the next election and not of the conse- 
quences of a false and inefficient de- 
fense, 

I hope you continue to hammer on 
this point for the future security of our 
country.

Ration of the Conquered 


The new Army directive for the American-oc- 
cupied zone of Germany gives as its purpose the 
“crea*ion of those political, economic and moral 
tendii:ons which will contribute most effective- 
ly, to a stable and prosperous Europe.” 

If Germany is to achieve “political, economic 


and moral” progress, it will be necessary to give’ 


the Germans the minimum food necessary to 
sustain health. Hunger is the most relentless of 
all human urges. Moral and political preach- 
ments will be only dimly heard, if they are 
heard at all, above the clamor of a starved body 
and an empty stomach. 

Neither is an emaciated man economically ef- 
ficient. The:current issue of Life shows a Ger- 
man tire worker who has lost 42 pounds for lack 
of food. His physical inability to work is obvi- 
ous. In an American factory such a-man would 
be sent home as ill. Workmen nearly starved will 
never lift from the American taxpayer the $750,- 
000,000-a-year burden we are paying for the sup- 
port of occupied Germany. 

If Germany is to be rehabilitated, the first 
step should be to raise the ration from the pres- 
ent 1550 calories a day to not less than the 2000 
calories which nutritionists say is the minimum 
for health. 

+ * » 


These are the practical reasons for giving Ger- 
mans an increased ration. The reasons of con- 
science are still more compelling. 

By our system of ethics, an individual crim- 
inal, however heinous his offense, is not sub- 
jected to starvation or systematic under-feeding. 
Germany stands convicted as a criminal nation, 
but the German people are entitled to as humane 
treatment as is accorded individual criminals. 

Indeed, the worst of the Nazis, such as Julius 
Streicher, Fritz Sauckel, Ernst Kaltenbrunner, 
Alfred Rasenberg and Josef Kramer, the “Beast 
of Belsen,”’ were well fed until they were ex- 
ecuted. Those that remain in prison are well 
fed still. But the rest of the Germans, includ- 
ing passive and active anti-Nazis, old people and 
children, haye been consistently underfed. 

Allied surveys show “hundreds of thousands of 
cases of hunger edema.” Infant mortality has 
risen 100 per cent in some areas. Tuberculosis 
has increased alarmingly. In Cologne half the 
children have rickets. United States Army pho- 
tographs show the children reduced to skin and 
bones. In Munich, Howard C. Petersen, Assistant 
Secretary of War, succinctly observed, “German 
children don’t have much meat on them.”

The average American ration is 3350 calories. 
In some sections of the American zone of Ger- 
many the ration on occasion has fallen as low 
as 700 or 800 calories. 

Government experiments at the University of, 
Minnesota, with conscientious objectors chen. 
teering as “guinea pigs,” showed that on 1500 
calories a day people deteriorate rapidly, both 
physiologically and psychologically. They do not 
return to health except after a protracted diet 
at a 2000-2500 calorie level. Calories, in what- 
ever volume, do not make a satisfactory diet un- 
less they include protein and minerals. These 
have been notably lacking in German rations. 

Much of the blame for food conditions in the 
British and American zones can be traced to the 
Russians. Their zone has the largest and best 
grain sections of Germany, and none of the pro- 
duce has come west of the Russian line. In vio- 
lation of the Potsdam agreement, several million 
German nationals from East Prussia and the 
Su@etenland have been forced into the British 
and American zones. 

The German farmers in the American zone 
have hoarded their food and resisted its forci- 
ble collection. But failure here rests on the 
American authorities for not having maintained 
either a medium of exchange capable of attract- 
ing the food to the market or a constabulary suf- 
ficient to collect it forcibly. In Bavaria only four 
Americans supervise food collections. 

+ ~ * 

This question is not one of pitying or pamper- 
ing a nation which twice in half a century has 
brought ruin to Europe. It is rather, on a na- 
tional scale, a question of humane and intelli- 
gent criminology. It is a matter of Americans 
avoiding a taint of the tactic of near-starvation 
practiced in the war by the Nazis themselves. 

Seven months ago the Three-Power Nutrition 
Committee recommended that the German ra- 
tion be raised to 2000 calories. There should be 
no further delay in placing in effect this mini- 
mum standard for humane treatment of a sur- 
rendered people. 


A Threat That Failed 


Some of the Senators who upheld the’ second 
tax-reduction veto deserve special credit for 
withstanding threats of ‘‘no tax relief, no for- 
eign relief.” Representatives Arends, chairman 
of the House Rules Committee, and Brown of 
Ohio, a Taft lieutenant, hinted at such an ulti- 
matum. No doubt there was something strong- 
er than hints in private. 

“It is going to be hard,” Arends remarked, “to 
make the American people understand why we 
can appropriate huge funds for foreign relief 
and not give tax relief.” But the 36 Senators 
seem to be right, even in the narrow political 
sense. In a Roper poll last week, the vote was 
nearly 4-to-1 for the Marshall plan. The $4,000,- 
000,000 saved by the tax eut veto will just about 
finance the Marshall plan for the first year. In 
spite of the natural reluctance to pay the bill, 
Roper found more people than not willing to be 
taxed to help create a democratic Europe.

The New Secretary of War 

Since Kenneth C. Royall, the new Secretary 
of War, is a former Army officer, it might seem 
that in appointing him, President Truman has 
violated the rule that the War Department should 
be in the hands of a civilian. 

The fact is that although a former Brigadier 
General, Mr. Royall has been only a wartime 
soldier, like millions of other civilians. His busi- 
ness is the law and he is a member of a legal 
firm in Goldsboro, N. C. In World War I he 
served as an artillery Lieutenant overseas and 
he went back into service as a Colonel in 1943. 
He was holding the temporary rank of one-star 
General when President Truman named him to 
be Under Secretary of War. 

Mr. Royall’s experience as a civilian soldier 


in two World Wars, plus his two years as the 
“little Cabinet” member ranking next to the War 
Secretary, recommend him for his new and im- 
portant post. ) 
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Those Atomic Bomb Leaks 


Marquis Childs, a careful reporter, asserts 
that a campaign is apparently under way to 
discredit the Atomic Energy Commission and 
return control of atomic energy to the military. 
“The belief is growing,” Childs said, “that Gen. 


Groves (head of the atomic bomb project during : 
> the war) has encouraged the campaign.” 


Childs says that recent stories telling of leaks 
in secrecy on atomic energy have been used to 
reflect on the capacity of the Atomic Energy 
Commission to observe proper security. Yet 
every verified leak of which the public has been 
told took place while the Army was in charge 
and before AEC took over. On the record to 
date, there is no reason to believe that AEC can- 
not protect secrecy as well as the Army did. 

The comparative advantage of Army and civil- 
ian control of atomic energy was the subject of 
momentous debate ih Congress. With Gen. Eis- 
enhower concurring, Congress decided against 
taking the risk of a military state by entrusting 
such enormous power as atomic energy to the 
Army in peacetime. 

Meantime evidence has grown that the day 4 
atomic energy for civilian (purposes is not, 
the historical sense, very far qway. no r 
comes, it may possibly threaten [power finan- 
cial interests such as utility companies and coal 
mining corporations. 

If the time comes when the /prompt develop- 
ment of atomic energy in the séexvice of the peo- 
ple is opposed by vested interests, it will be bet- 
ter to have the project in the charge of a respon- 
sive civilian agency rather than in the hands of 


‘the traditionally conservative military. 


Any campaign to return atomic control to the 
military should be exposed and resisted. 
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Just Right for Forest Park 

Before the wolfish Baron von Eisenstein gaily 
sets off tonight on his Jast trip to jail, to serve 
his eight-day sentence for offending an official, 
we want to second the motion of our play critic, 
Myles Standish, indorging “Die Fledermaus.” 

It is a delightful show in every respect. Johann 
Strauss’s lilting, tuneful music is, of course, 
wholly captivating. The pink ballet, on the ter- 
race of Prince Orlofsky’s palace, is one of the 
prettiest ever danced under the great oaks. The 
comedy is funny and clean and there is a lot of 
it.

Sweet Reason and Smoke 


Honor to the East Side’s smoke effort, as far 
as it goes. It does not seem to go so far as 
the progress reported by Arnold C. Johnson, 
chairman of the East Side’s Area Smoke Abate- 
ment Committee. Mr. Johnson happily cites in- 
stallations of smoke-prevention devices. But 
when the wind blows from the east, we get the 
same old smoke still. 

“Progress,” says Mr. Johnson, “is not as 
good as I want, but it probably is the best that 
can be done under the circumstances.” These 
circumstances are that the East Side relies 
wholly on sweet persuasion. Its officials wouldn't 
get nasty; it isn’t considered good business. 

St. Louis is different. After generations of 
sweet reason, St. Louis got mad, passed a law 
and licked its smoke. 

St. Louis has also won a good deal of smoke 
abatement among East Side industries whose 
stakes on this side are large enough to make 
them value their reputations here. (Leading ex- 
ception: St. Louis has not succeeded in speeding 
the long-promised fly ash collectors at the Ca- 
hokia plant, and Union Electric is a swear word 
in South St. Louis.) 

But St. Louis can do only part of the job. 
The East Side’s ofiicials won't do the rest. The 
East Side may not have clear air until its citi- 
zens rebel against being ruled by absentee own- 
ership and grimy local politics. - Until then, per- 
haps they think the smoke tastes better served 
with Mr. Johnson’s sugar. 
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A Recess Would Be Better 


Representative Bennett, Missouri Republican, 
makes a sound suggestion when he proposes that 
Congress recess instead of adjourn. If Congress 
adjourns, it will take a call by the President for 
a special session to get our national legislators 
back on the job. If it recesses, the leaders of 
Congress will retain authority to summon the 
members to a resumption of their duties. Speak- 
er Martin and Senator Vandenberg, the presid- 
ing officer of the Senate, will show a fuller ap- 
preciation of the state of domestic as well as 
world affairs if they arrange, with the other Re- 
publican managers, to keep Congress on the alert 
for the work it has to do. 
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A Cruel Report 


A Georgia grand jury has produced a cruel 
piece of thinking. It upheld prison officers who 
shot eight Negro convicts dead at a stockade 
near Brunswick. It fully accepted the warden’s 
story that the prisoners tried to climb over 12 
feet of barbed wire with armed guards aiming 
at them. But then the jury still felt obliged to 
put some blame somewhere. So it blamed the 
state for abolishing the chain gang system. 

How did the jurors get such a twist in their 
logic? Had the convicts been chained together, 
the jury thought, they would not have tried to 
escape—therefore it would not have been neces- 
sary to shoot them. This is barbaric. The jury 
might just as well have decided that if the men 
had been stretched on the rack, they would at 
least still be alive. 7 

Somehow the point that well-guarded modern 
prisons don’t have mass escapes eluded the jurors, 
But chaining men and driving them in lock-step 
is neither humane nor necessary, as Georgia 
found out. The state that abolished the chain 
gang is not likely to heed a jury that says the 
best way to prevent brutality is by torture.

Swift, Colorful, Dramatic 


PRINCE OF FOXES, by Samuel Shellabarger. (Little, 


Brown, Boston.) 

“Prince of Foxes” is obviously destined 
to be one of the year’s top best-sellers. The 
advertising campaign began two weeks be- 
fore publication, the Literary Guild selec- 
tion came long before that. More persua- 
sive than either is the memory of Shella- 
barger’s last book, that elegant romance, 
“Captain From Castile.” 

Happily the story is a natural, 
the author and the avid public. 
no more glamorous period than Renais- 
sance Italy, with Cesare and Lucrezia 
Borgia, Leonardo and Michelangelo, Colum- 
bus, Machiavelli and Bayard—a scene of 
mottled luxury and endeavor, vice and 
honor, cynicism and idealism. 

It marked the death of the medieval 
world, gorgeous as any funeral, but no less 
the birth of our own modern world. Hence 
Arnold Toynbee, the great historian, finds 
recent tendencies to discard Renaissance 
standards of taste and judgment a warn- 
ing that Western civilization is in danger 
of becoming moribund,

Into this brilliant and exciting pattern 
Shellabarger weaves a thoroughly modern 
story of idealism, reformation and roman- 
tic love. 

Andrea Orsini, a talented peasant pos- 
ing as the illegitimate scion of a noble 
family, dreams of a united Italy. At first 
he follows the conscienceless leadership 
of Cesare Borgia. 

But the simple virtues of Marc Antonio 
Varano, lord of the small state of Citta del 
Monte, win his admiration, and the gra- 
ciousness and loyalty of Lady Camilla 
Varano win his love and respect. He 
switches sides, fights desperately against 
the cupidity and cruelty of Borgia, and de- 
fends his lady and her lord through bitter 
defeat without hope of gain or personal re- 
ward. 

Shellabarger keeps his story colorful and 
dramatic, It moves swiftly from intrigue to 
intrigue, from danger to danger, from ex- 
ploit to miractlous exploit. The history is 
convincing, the characters are clear-cut 
and distinctive, 

Only in one thing is it disappointing. 
One of the most attractive features of 
“Captain From Castile’ was the organiza- 
tion of each chapter as an independent 
unit, almost like a short story. This bead- 
like structure has been discarded for the 
more usual one where each chapter ends 
in surprise or suspense, like a serial in- 
stallment, But this is a minor matter, and 
need not detraet from a skillful job of 
story-telling.

Prof. Robinson is convinced that Alex- 
ander fought, not for vainglory and con- 
quest, but for universal brotherhood and 
peace. In order to reconcile this humane 
idealism with the admitted cruelty and de- 
bauches, he stretches his interpretation al- 
most as thin as did his less scholarly 
predecessors,

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ATOMICS FOR THE MILLIONS, by Maxwell Leigh 
Eidinoff and Hyman Ruchiis. (Whiftlesey House, 
New York.) 

“The problem of starting a chain reac- 
tion that would keep going by itself,” Ei- 
dinoff and Ruchlis write, “is somewhat 
similar to the problem of Keeping a chain 
letter going. If the person who starts the 
chain letter sends out a mumber of letters 
and on the average gets two other people 
to continue those letters, then he has a 
very successful chain that grows by leaps 
and bounds, . .” But, they continue, if 
each splitting atom causes less than. one 
other to split, the reaction will quickly 
die; there will ‘be no explosion, no power 
generated. 

On cosmic rays: “Every moment of the 
day, high-energy particles and photons 
come hurtling in from outer space. While 
reading this page you have been struck 
by them many times... Many collisions 
took place in which thousands of mole- 
cules in your body were ripped apart. For- 
tunately, this is so slight a number com- 
pared to the many trillion trillion mole- 
cules present that no detectable damage 
was done.” 

The atomic miracle deserves, and here 
gets, a first-class treatment for mass con- 
sumption. Even Einstein's famous propo- 
sition that substance and energy are the 
same thing is here made digestible for 
the layman. Within 276 pages a surpris- 
ing wealth of detail is woven into a thor- 
oughly absorbing account of the long road 
from Aristotle to isotopes, how the miracle 
is worked, and the bright vistas ahead— 

«barring universal atomic suicide. 

Eidinoff, a professor at Queens College, 
was on the Manhattan Project. Ruchlis, 
a high*school physics teacher in New York, 
is a specialist in science’ instruction 
method, Famed Atomicist Harold C. Urey 
labels their work “semi-popular” in his in- 
troduction.

THE MARCH OF FREEDOM, by William Harlen Hale, 

(Harper & Brothers, New York.) 

This engaging book is subtitled “A Lay- 
man’s History of the American People.” 
It is not a history work in any traditional 
sense. It is written almost like a novel, 
without being fiction, and it moves like a 
drama without acts. 

Mr. Hale simply makes no pretension to 
objectivity—he mistrusts the word. Why 
did he write at all? He had returned from 
overseas, where he hélped spread the dem- 
ocratic gospel according to OWI, with an 
unusual eagerness to discover exactly what 
it was he had been communicating to Eu- 
rope via Radio Luxembourg. 

* * . 

He was, he says, “on one man’s hunt 
for what he felt he needed most to bring 
home to himself.” He was looking for a 
thread through our history. He found it 
in the popular struggle for political and, 
later, economic freedoms. He shows little 
sympathy for tories of whatever vintage, 
but he is often critical of their opponents. 


Many important events are referred to 
as evidence, without explanation and with 
only an assumption of the reader's under- 
standing. Yet Mr. Hale is brushing up on 
history, not brushing it off. If numerous 
Presidents are omitted, Sun Yat-sen and 
Tolstoy enter in, and who can assert that 
they are less important to Americans than, 
say, a man named Tyler? 

There is a lot of history that seldom 
strikes historians: of how we built houses, 
wrote books and poetry. There are 
snatches of folk songs which characterize 
past eras, and snatches of advertisements 
which illustrate too much of today. 


Well-chosen quotations strengthen the 
continuity: Tom Paine’s “Government, like 
dress, is the badge of lost innocence”; and 
a confused railroad president in 1931: 
“Something has changed. . . . Our scheme 
is not working.

The United States is running

To run such an enterprise re- 
quires immense executive abili- 
ties, and most of the present top 
occupation officials lack these.

May 3. 

Lyuh formerly was vice minister 
of foreign affairs of the Korean 
provisional government in Shang- 
hai. At Japanese invitation, he 
helped found -the peoples’ repub- 
lic which proclaimed itself the 
government of Korea Sept. 6, 1945, 
two days before the American 
landing. The organization was out-

How Long for MVA? TVA 
Fight Took From 1918 to 1933. 


It took the late Senator George W. Norris 
of Nebraska from 1918 to 1933 to bring 
about creation of TVA. In the end he had 
the powerful support of President Roosevelt. 
That promptly led to the branding of TVA 
as ‘‘New Dealish,” a charge now transmuted 
into the labels enemies hang on MVA, 

Senator Murray introduced the first MVA 
bill in 1944. This is the third one now 
pending. MVA people say — can wait, 
like Norris. 

Pick-Sloan people push for congressional 
appropriations so their plan can be carried 
so far that MVA will be too late to upset it. 

An economy-minded Congress has not 
kept up with their demands, and the de- 
vastating floods have attracted national at- 
tention to the need for a comprehensive, 
co-ordinated attack on the whole basin 
problem. 

Representatives from more than sixty 
other nations, in all parts of the world, 
have inspected TVA. Engineers who had 
been with TVA have gone to India, Brazil, 
Palestine, Peru, China, Austria and Italy to 
help develop similar enterprises. 

TVA, with headquarters at Knoxville, 
Tenn., serves a region embracing parts: of 
seven southeastern states, of which Tennes- 
see is the principal and central one. Its 
board of three, formerly headed by David 
E. Lilienthal, is responsible to the President 
and Congress. The congressional act cre- 
ating it has been amended five times. 

Congress authorizes and provides money 
for new physical projects of TVA, and some 
activities require direct congressional ap- 
propriation. Unlike other Government cor- 
porations, TVA does not have to turn back 
all its surplus at the end of the fiscal year. 
It is permitted to retain funds for operation 
of its dams and reservoirs, its hydro-electric 
system and its production of fertilizer. 
Whatever surplus is left after that must be 
paid into the federal treasury. , 


$809,823,000 Spent by TVA, 
Book Value $78,090,000 Less. 


From its start in 1933 to June 30, 1946, 
TVA received $853,204,000 from _ all 
soufcés. Whis included $677,617,000 in 
congressional appropriations, $39,196,000 
in value of War Department property 
turned over to it, $65,072,000 from sale of 
it@ bonds to the federal treasury and the 
RFC, and net income (after expenses) of 
$71,318,000 from sale of electricity. 

At the same date it had a working capital 
of $24,483,000, while it had paid off $6,- 
300,000 of its bonds and turned back to 
the treasury surpluses totaling $12,597,000. 

Thus the net expenditures in the period 
totaled $809,823,000. 

However, book value of TVA assets at 
this time was $731,733,000—a sum within 
$78,090,000 of the net expenditures. TVA 
declares that by the present time this dif- 
ference has been balanced by the net income 
from power. 

Opponents of valley authorities assert 
that TVA allocations of costs of its plants 
were set up to favor power—a charge which 
TVA denies. It placed its net investment in 
power facilities a year ago at $396,000,000. 
On the basis of its experience -* eight years 
in selling low-cost power for widespread 
urban and rural distribution, TVA estimates 
that this power investment would pay for 
jiself in about 25 years, all told. 

Critics have complained that TVA pays 
no interest on its bonds or other govern- 
mental advances. 
cant.only as it may affect power cost figures. 
Qtherwise it is meaningless because TVA’s 
net profits go to the government anyway. 

‘TVA is a recognition of the fundamental 
geographic and economic fact that a na- 
tion’s life centers around its great valleys, 
regardiess of state boundaries. It has not 
impinged on the political. rights of the 
states, but has fostered a regional conscious- 
ness and a general betterment of the way 
of life. Contrary to early-day charges 
against it, TVA is not a vast, all-powerful 
social agency and it has not taken over pri- 
vate business of its area, other than its role 
as a hydro-electric producer. It has ‘made 
a point of working with and throtch exist- 
ing federal, state, local and private agencies, 
inciuding the universities. 

There has been one notable exception. 
TVA has promoted soil control through the 
college extension services rather than the 
federal Soil Conservation Service. Its theory 
has been that the latter is an “old-fashioned 
centralized bureaucracy,” tending to deal 
through the largest and most politically 
minded farmers. Upland agriculture has 
been developed and the agriculture of the 
region has been greatly diversified, with a 


However, this is signifi- 
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decline in the old concentration on cotton 
and corn, 

There are 27 dams in the TVA system, in- 
cluding five owned by the Aluminum Co. 
of America but operated by TVA. Two 
more are under construction by TVA. The 
reservoirs afford 11,000,000 acre-feet of 
storage capacity at the start of the flood 
season, or just a tenth of the projected 
reservoir capacity of Pick-Sloan for all Mis- 
souri basin purposes. Floods in the Ten- 
nessee valley have been stopped or cut down 
to a marked extent and the crests of Ohio 
and Lower Mississippi river floods decreased 
by TVA. . 

Installed power capacity is 2,500,000 
kilowatts, or a quarter more than Pick- 
Sloan contemplates. Average cost of TVA 
current to domestic users is only a trifle 
over half the national average rate. 

There is all-year barge navigation on the 
Tennessee for 650 miles from the Ohio to 
Knoxville. Fertilizer is produced on a large 
scale at-Muscle Shoals, which also has been 
an important munitions plant. TVA reser- 
voirs are attractive recreation areas. TVA 
has contributed to fish and wildlife con- 
servation and has brought about a reduc- 
tion in malaria, formerly a curse. The 
whole economy of this once backward region 
has improved in the period of TVA’s exist- 
ence, 


No One Knows What MVA Would 
Cost; It Depends on Projects. 


No one knows what the cost of Missouri 
Valley Authority projects would be, since 
creation of its engineering plan would have 
to await creation of the agency. Its power 
and irrigation projects would be expected 
to be self-sustaining, just as are those of 
the Bureau of Reclamation, TVA and other 
federal agencies. The same tests would be 


zi\applied to its flood control and navigation 


expenditures as to those the Army has 
made: Do the benefits, or saving in dam- 
ages, exceed the cost? Other MVA expen- 
ditures would be expected to have the same 
justification as any governmental disburse- 
ment for the general welfare. 

Pick-Sloan projects already under way 
would almost certainly be taken over by 
MVA, for physical and other practical rea- 
sons. Possibly MVA might change design 
of those still under construction or utiliza- 
tion of those already finished. 

Two billion dollars, or more, is a rough 
estimate of the cost to complete Pick-Sloan, 
at current price levels. To this must be 
added $121,000,000 for Fort Peck Dam, on 
the Missouri river in northeastern Montana; 
started previously and then incorporated in 
Pick-Sloan, Original cost estimates of the 
early 1940s were: Army part of the plan, 
$658,600. 000; Bureau of Reclamation part, 
$810,000, 000: total, $1,468,600,000. 

Currently, the Army figures its part at 
$900,000,000; if the Reclamation share in- 
creased proportionately, it would be about 
$1,100,000,000, but Reclamation, pointing 
to some specific instances of cost rises of 
70 to 98 per cent, has no current estimate. 

It was not until last year, following the 
end of the war, that work on Pick-Sloan 
projects began to get under way intensively, 
but Congress has not passed out the money 
fast enough to satisfy Pick-Sloan supporters. 

Expenditures of the Soil Conservation 
Service and the various other federal bu- 
reaus involved in the Missouri basin work 
have been on a far smaller scale. 


The Principal Components 
Of the Pick-Sloan Program. 


Principal components of Pick-Sloan 
(being Army and Reclamation projects) 
are: 


One hundred five reservoirs, created by 
dams chiefly of the earthern type, to hold 
100,000,000 to 110,000,000 acre-feet of 
water. (Reclamation, 93, for 20,500,000 
acre-feet; Army, 12, for 80,000,000 or 
more acre-feet.) 

Irrigation for 4,776,000 acres of ad- 
ditional land and supplemental irrigation 
on about 500,000 acres, chiefly in North 
Dakota, Nebraska, Montana, South Da- 
kota and Wyoming, with some in Kansas 
and Colorado, The basin now has about 
4,500,000 irrigated acres, Ultimately ir- 
rigation would cover about 58,000 
**family-size” farms of 160 acres. 


Power, about 10,000,000,000 khowatt 
hours a year, with installed generation 
capacity of 2,000,400 kilowatts. A large 
minor fraction of power output would be 
used seasonally in pumping — for ir- 
rigation. 


Flood levees, wherever natural barriers 
are lacking, along 760 river miles of the 
main stem, from Sioux City, Ia., to the 
mouth above St. Louis. Local interests 
must provide the extensive sites and agree 
to provide levee maintenance. Also flood- 
walls and levees at several larger cities. 

Navigation, a nine-foot channel from 
the mouth to Sioux City. (Now sub- 
stantially available to Kansas City, with 
a six-foot channel from there to Omaha, 
Nebr.). 

Soil conservation districts, for federal- 
state-local co-operation, now covering 
46.6 per cent of the basin’s area. 

Fort Peck Dam, which created nearly a 
fifth of the storage capacity under Pick- 
Sloan, was started by the Army as an inde- 
pendent project for employment in the de- 
pression of the early 1930s. The reservoir 
has not yet been completely filled but some 
wartime and subsequent aid was given by 
the project for navigation and flood control 
as far away as St. Louis, the Army asserts. 
Work on the Fort Peck project has been 
virtually completed, except for some addi- 
tional power facilities. 

It is primarily intended to be an irrigation 
facility. It would provide water for Recla- 
mation’s most grandiose plan, the diversion 
of much water from the Missouri across a 
major divide into the basin of the Red River 


i of the North. This is the ‘‘Missouri-Souris’’ 
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plan, on which some minor work has been 
started, 

Another prewar project taken into Pick- 
Sloan is the Kanopolis dam and reservoir 
on the Smoky Hill river in central Kansas, 
now three-quarters done. This is a flood 
control installation primarily. The Army 
has begun work on two big dams on the 
Missouri itself, Garrison, above Bismarck, 
N.D., and Fort Randall, in southern South 
Dakota, and the Harlan County Dam, on 
the Republican river ih southern Nebraska. 

No Pick-Sloan projects have been com- 
pleted by the Bureau -* Reclamation. It 
has four major ones under construction, 
which would irrigate 325,000 acres and 
provide 87,000 kilowatts power capacity. 
These are Boysen, in the canyon of the 
Big Horn river, Wyoming, familiar to rail 
tourists; Kortes, also in Wyoming; Angos- 
tura, South Dakota, and Enders, Nebraska. 


No Allocation of Costs Yet 
Among the Pick-Sloan Projects. 


Neither Army nor Reclamation has under- 
taken yet to allocate investment costs as 
between power, irrigation and other func- 
tions. Army engineers have estimated 
ratio of benefits to costs for their projects 
would be 1.6 to 1. They have maintained 
that their flood plans would hold the main 
stream within its levees below Sioux City 
and would largely control floods on the Mis- 
souri upstream and all tributaries treated. 
Flooding of some tributaries would still be 
possible. 

Accumulation of silt from the washing 
away of topsoil admittedly remains an un- 
solved problem. The Army’s big Pick-Sloan 
dams are designed with storage capacity for 
100 years of such accumulation, gradually 
filling the bottoms of the reservoirs. It is 
the silt that makes the Missouri the “‘Big 
Muddy.” If silt could be largely eliminated, 
through better soil and water runoff con- 
trol, the size of the dams and the areas 
taken over by the reservoirs could be re- 
duced. 

What is more important, the productive 
land could be saved. Agricultural experts 
point out that topsoil washed away cannot 
be replaced on any large scale by practical 
or economically justifiable means. It is a 
slow, expensive process to try to speed na- 
ture in making topsoil, and probably only 
geological time can see this accomplished. 

There were, on July 1, soil conservation 
districts covering 162,668,000 acres in the 
Missouri basin, from one end to the other. 
This was an increase of about 38,000,000 
acres in 15 months. However, the federal 
Soil Conservation Service expects, in spite 
of this great recent interest, that extension 
throughout the basin will slow down, as 
the farmland left will include much of mar- 
ginal character, 


An obvious weakness of the present soil 
control plan is that it depends mainly on co- 
operation with farmers, whereas in the West 
much of the work to prevent erosion should 
be on wild, non-agricultural land. Grazing 
practices and other factors make soil con- 
servation difficult on much of the public 
forests and other public land. 


Who’s Who For and Against 
A Missouri Valley Authority. 


Among the largest groups supporting a 
Missouri Valley Authority—and a compar- 
able Columbia Valley Authority—are these: 

Congress of Industrial Organizations, 
which has taken an active interest na- 

tionally in the subject; 


The National Farmers’ Union, which is 
strong in some of the western states of 
the basin; and 


The American Federation of Labor con- 
struction trades of the area. Leaders of 
the strong Missouri Farmers’ Association 
also support MVA actively. 

Elements in the opposition to an MVA 
include the following: 


The private power industry, nationally. 
It objects to the Government practice, al- 
ready in effect, of making public power 
available for easy distribution by co- 
operatives and municipal systems. 


Construction contractors. They are 
working for the Army and Reclamation, 
and fear that MVA would follow the TVA 
.practice of direct construction without 
contractors. (The Murray bill plainly 
leaves the way open for MVA to employ 
contractors, if it chooses.) 

State administrations of Montana, Wy- 
oming, North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Nebraska, Kansas and Iowa, which prefer 
to deal with the existing federal agencies, 
These are all Republican, except Wyom- 
ing, where there is great interest, how- 
ever, in extension of irrigation by Reclam- 
ation. 


Nationally organized groups supporting 
the present federal agencies and accus- 
tomed to the long established practices of 
sectional pressure for corressiofial _ p- 
propriations. These include the Mississippi 
Valley Association, with headquarters in 
St. Louis; the National Reclamation As- 
sociation and the National Rivers -nd 
Harbors Congress. 


The Missouri Farm Bureau Federation, 
smaller of the two chief agrarian groups 
in this state. 


Railroads generally oppose MVA, on 
the ground that river navigation might 
depress their freight rates. 


Livestock, lumber and oil interests, 
which are strong in various western parts 
of the basin, also figure in the opposition, 
fearing MVA’ would hamper their profit- 
able use of public lands. 

Each side of the controversy has a central 
organization. MVA is actively backed by 
the Regional Committee for MVA, headed 
by Benton J. Stong of Denver, editor of 
the National Union Farmer. Various in- 
terests and local organizations in the basin 
are linked in opposition to MVA through 
the Missouri Valley Development Associa- 
tion. Its sparkplug is John B. Quinn of 
Lincoln, Nebr., public relations counselor, 


Proposal Would Set Up 
Regional Agency Ad- 
vised by Existing Or- 


ganizations. 

MISSOURI VALLEY  AU- 
A torrry, as described in 
the Murray bill for its estab- 
lishment pending in -the United 


States Senate, would have the fol- 
lowing functions: 

“To provide for unified water 
control and resource devélopment 
on the Missouri river, its tributar- 
ies and watershed; to prevent 
floods, reclaim and irrigate lands, 
encourage agriculture, stimulate 
industrial expansion, develop low- 
cost hydro-electric power, promote 
navigation, increase recreational 
possibilities, protect wildlife, 
strengthen the national defense, 
and for other purposes.” 


Principal features of the Dill, 
which would set a national policy 
for a broad program of develop- 
ment, are as follows: 

MVA would be a regional 
agency, responsible to the Presi- 
dent and Congress, with full au- 
thority and responsibility for the 
program, It would utilize fully the 
advice and service of existing lo- 
cal, state, federal and private 
organizations. 

Two of the three directors must 
be citizens of the iMissouri basin. 
The directors, paid $15,000 a year 


‘each, would be named by the 


President, with advice and con- 
sent of the Senate. They would 
select a general manager. Politics 
would be barred in choosing em- 
ployes. 

Labor would be dealt with col- 
lectively and paid locally. prevail- 
ing wages. 

An advisory committee, which 
would pass on the initial physical 
plan and on periodic reports, 
would consist of heads of eight 
appropriate major federal depart- 
ments and 12 residents of the 
basin chosen by the President to 
represent agriculture, commerce, 
labor, conservation and recreation. 


Provision for Funds, 


Funds would be provided by 
congressional appropriations and 
eventually by sale of power and 
water, Like TVA, but unlike other 
Government corporations, MVA 
could retain annual surpluses over 
operating and maintenance costs, 
for working capital and new con- 
struction. Anything beyond those 
needs would go back to the federal 
treasury yearly. 

The bill would have no effect on 
existing water rights under state 
laws—an important point in the 
western part of the basin. -MVA 
would be directed to take into ac- 
count the existing body of laws 
affecting irrigation, public lands, 
grazing, mining and _. national 
parks and forests, in formulation 
of its plan.

It continued: 

“We must repudiate those con- 
fused voices who would withhold 
American aid from nations en-

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., July 19— | 
A bill directing the establishment | 
of three mine rescue stations in| 
Illinois, in addition to the eight | 
now in operation, was signed yes- | 


terday by Gov. Dwight H. Green. | 
It was the first of three bills | 
passed by the Legislature as a 
result of the Centralia mine dis- | 
aster to reach his desk. 

Location of the. stations is to. 
be determined by the State De-. 
partment of Mines and Minerals. | 
Witnesses before a special com- | 
mittee of the Legislature which" 
investigated the explosion, in 
which 111 men were killed, testi- 
fied that help was delayed in get- 
ting to the mine because there 
was no rescue station in the im- 
mediate -vicinity of Centralia. 

The two other bills sponsored 
by the members of the special in- 
vestigating committee of the Leg- 
islature were delayed in reaching 
the Governor because of minor 
amendments voted by the House. 

They would make it a felony 
for state mine inspectors to so- 
licit political contributions from 
mine owners, give inspectors civil) 
service status, prohibit blasting 
with explosives while men other 
than necessary personnel are in 
a mine, and tighten mine safety 
laws to make them conform more 
closely with United States Bureau 
of Mines standards. | 

Gov. Green also signed a bill 
sponsored by Representative Rob- 
ert H. Allison (Rep.), Pekin, | 
which makes it easier for miners 
to obtain first-class certificates of 
competency from the State 
Miners’ Examining Board. 

The mine near Wamac where 
the explosion occurred was sched- 
uled to re-open tomorrow follow- 
ing a rigid safety inspection or- 
dered by Harold L. Walker, direc- 
tor of the mines department. The 
mine was operated by the Cen- 
tralia Coal Co, at the time of the 
explosion. It is now owned by 
the Peabody Coal Co, 

The mine vvill resume full pro- 
duction in about 30 days. Antici- 
pating enactment of tightened 
safety measures passed by the. 
Legislature which-are now await- | 
ing action by the Governor, the 
Peabody Coal Co. has made sev- 
eral changes in methods of opera- 
tion at the mine, 

Compressed air instead of ex- 
plosives will be used to blast coal, 
the mine’s ventilating fan has 
been moved from the bottom of 
the shaft to the surface, miners 
will use electric cap lamps instead 
of open flame lights, and a pump 
has been installed to allay coal 
dust raised by cutting machines.

Slovak Tales of Heavy 
Guard Apparently 


Overdrawn—Hundreds 
Now Returning.

KOSICE, Slovakia, July 19 (AP) 
-In this easternmost tip of Slo- 

vakia, villagers are inclined to tell 
somewhat awed stories of a heavy 
Soviet guard, barbed wire and 
mine-fields along the Ukraine's 
newly extended Carpatho-Rutheni-

cause Carpatho-Ruthenian _ vil- 
lagers and farm folk who decided 
two years ago to remain in their 
homeland and be Sovietized now 
are escaping back into Czechoslo- 
vakia by many hundreds and get- 
ting through the frontier success- 
fully. 

In the final months of the war, 
Dr. Eduard Benes’ Czechoslovak 
Government abroad agreed to cede 
the 5000-square-mile area to the 
Soviet Ukraine on the ground that 
the people were Ukrainian, The 
people could choose whether to 
stay—and most of them did. 

How well they like it cannot be 
reported from here because there 
is little traffic and still less news 
back and forth over the frontier. 


Farmers Tell the Story. 


From the simple farm and vil- | 
lage folk comes a good share of | 
what little is to be learned about 
the “escaping” Ukrainians. Those 
who cross the frontier quickly go 
west as far as possible, to avoid 
being found or sent back, 

Some steal across alone through 
roadiess forests. Many more are 
said to have pretended to be 
Volyn Czechs, who are being re- 
patriated to Czechoslovakia. Rus- 
sia has returned some _ 30,000 
Volyn Czechs from settlements to 
the East. Those who agree to 
come to Czechoslovakia must 
make new starts as laborers and 
farm workers in Bohemia and Mo- 
ravia, When ee ee 
siip across with them, they are 
giving up their old family farms 
in a homeland now Sovietized. 

No information gained here suzg- 
gests much political motive for 
that, The life of these people is 
not highly political. A possible 
clue is to be found north of here 
in the old trade route town of 
Bardejov near both the Polish and 
Ukraine frontiers. 

Russian troops have been there 
twice, one in the Hungarian up- 
rising, the second time about two 
years ago. The first time. the 
town’s Roland, a grotesque armor- 
clad wooden figure of a mythical 
knight, was riddled with shot. The 
second time the pipe organ high in 
the beautiful cathedral was ruined. 

As one villager said, “Many of 
us speak Ukrainian, but we do 
not feel ourselves to be Russian.” 

Border Bandits Being Hunted, 

The northeastern corner of Slo- 
vakia, meanwhile, has been turned 
into a zone of military operations 
with at least one division of Czech 
troops reinforcing local Gendar- 
merie garrisons in a*manhunt for 
‘border bandits. 

Villagers tell a fairly uniform 
story of the bandit operations. 
They say the bandits are Army 
deserters and displaced persons 
who cannot go home. They wear 
Polish, German, Russian and Czech 
uniforms and sometimes in raids 
wheregendarmerie or other officers 
are caught, they strip them of 
their uniforms. They speak 
Polish, Slovak, Ukraine and 
French.

PRICE RISE THOUGHT 
LIKELY IN 1948 AUTOS 


New Features, Some Option- 
al, and Machine Tool Ex- 
pense Adding to Cost. 


DETROIT, July 19 (AP)—Most 
1948 model passenger automobiles 
are likely to be higher in price 
than current models. 
This is the opinion of many in- 
dustry authorities. They assert 
that aside from increased labor 
and materials costs, the outlay for 
tools and other equipment to pro- 
duce the re-styled and postwar 
engineered new models will make 
it impossible to hold to present 
price levels. . 
By all present indications most 
1948 model cars will have added 
features to increase manufactur- 
ing costs, and the cost of machine 
tools and other plant equipment 
reportedly is up two or three 
times over prewar levels. 
There will be some features, 
such as automatic drive and gear- 
shift, added to a number of mo- 
dels, which the car buyer may 
take or leave as he chooses. It is 
a fairly safe guess, however, that 
there will be a heavy demand for 
all the optional equipment fea- 
tures the industry may bring out. 
Gossip on Effect of Rise. 

Industry circles have heard con- 
siderable gossip in recent months 
to the effect than another price 
increase will cut sharply into the 
backlog of unfilled orders. Few 
of the car makers themselves 
agree with that viewpoint. 

They point out that although 
there was some tightening of new 
order accumulation at the time 
of the last price rise, demand 
swung back into high ground 
again in a few weeks. Currently 
it is greater than it has been at 
any time since the end of the 
war. 

Stimulating current demand, of 
course, is the fact that more cars 
are wearing out. There is also 
the growing eagerness of hun- 
dreds of ousands of car owners 
to sell their present vehicles be- 
fore used car prices tumble. The 
prices will tumble, particularly for 
prewar models, as soon as new 
car production approximates the 
demand. 


In re-tooling for next year’s 
models, the nation’s car industry 
will spend upward of $150,000,000; 
a sizeable part of this amount 
already has been committed to

FOREIGN 
HORSES OUT 
OF MONEY 


NEW YORK, July 19 (AP) — 
Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ Stymie won 
the first running of the Empire 
City Gold Cup today as the fav- 
ored Assault ran third. 

Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords’ Natchez, 
leading virtually all through the 
race until the stretch, lasted 
for second place, a head behind 
Stymie and four lengths in front 
of. Assault. 

Phalanx, only three-year-old in 
the race, was fourth. 

The South American invaders, 
Endeavour and Ensueno made 
early challenges but faded in the 
sloppy going and finished fifth 
and seventh, respectively. Talon, 
another South American . bred 
which has been racing here for 
almost a year, was sixth. 

Stymie, putting on his usual 
crashing stretch rush, came from 
far back—at one time more than 
10 lengths away from the leaders 
—to hit the wire in 2:42 3-5 for the 
mile and five-eighths under the 
riding of little Conn McCreary. 

The victory was worth $73,000 
to Stymie and with it he boosted 
his lifetime earnings to $678,510 
to win back the world money- 
winning title he lost to Assault a 
week ago. Third money of $10,000 
moved Assault’s earnings up to 
$623,370. 

The crowd of 46,183 fans who 
turned out in spite of an over- 
night downpour that left the 
track sloppy, backed Assault 
down to odds-on in the betting 
and made Stymie second choice 
at $11.50, $5.40 and $2.90 for each 
$2 win ticket. Natchez, holding 
on grimly in the stretch, was 
$15.00 and $3.80 for place and 
show and Assault was $2.30 for 
third. 

Natchez took charge 
from the word go as the long 
grind started, with the South 
Americans breaking from outside 
the gate and the five others from 
stalls in the barrier.

An experiment in ,quail restocking, using birds only a week old 
in contrast to the usual method of releasing almost fully-grown 
bobwhites, has been undertaken by the Missouri Quail Hunters As- 


sociation. 


Last Monday 100 day-old chicks, | 


with five adult pairs, were shipped 
here by plane from a ygame-bird 
farm near Little Rock, Ark. 

The birds were taken to the 
association's farm at Wright City, 
Mo., and divided into five groups, 
with one adult pair to each. The 
older birds immediately adopted 
the youngsters. 

Yesterday . the five separate 
groups—each consisting of 20 
week-old youngsters with their 
new parents—were released in 
suitable habitats in counties near 
St. Louis. 

The theory behind this meth- 
od of restocking is to circum- 
vent the old objections to pen- 
raised quail. One objection was 
the cost of raising the birds, 
which were not released until 
almost maturity. The second 
was that the quail, not used to 
the wild, were quick prey of 
predators or the forces of na- 
ture after their release. 

There is no doubt that the re- 
stocking method now being tried 
by the quail hunters’ association 
is cheaper. The big question is 
whether the little birds will sur- 
vive and th ve, The game-bird 
farmer who sent them along says 
they will. He stated he observed 
the plan operated with much suc- 
cess in Alabama and Arkansas. 

Those who agree with the man 
in Arkansas contend the older 
birds will see their adopted brood 
through safely. 

It will take the chicks eight to 
10 weeks to grow up. The con- 
duct and welfare of the parent 
birds themselves during this pe- 
riod will be important to note. 

The quail hunters’ association is 
placing leg and wing bands on the 
adult birds so that information 
along this line may be obtained.

All of this breath and_ type 
might well be saved, however, for 
if a third match is ever made, 
you can bet your bottom dollar 
it will be in a New York ball park 
mext summer, if Graziano is rein- 
ttated in his home state by that 
time, or in Philadelphia or in Chi- 
caZzo. 

Graziano will need some little 
time for the cuts over his eyes 
to heal before he can do anything 
more and his managers have 
stated that he plans an exhibition 
tour of the country. before another 
serious match. 

In this regard, Bernstein made 
an offer to Graziano’s handlers in 
Ghicago the day after the match 
for Rocky to meet Roy Miller, 
Kansas City, or some other cap- 
able opponent here in a non-title 
match this fall. That sounds more 
reasonable and there’s a chance 
it may go through. 

Graziano was scheduled for an 
appearance here last winter but 
was unable to make the grade for 
some reason and Hans reminded 
Irving Cochen of that fact after 
the title match.

It’s Time Now 
To Plant for 
Fall Harvest 


By ELEANOR B, McCLURE 


There is every incentive to 
keep the vegetable garden going 
at full tilt for the rest of the 
season. Recent floods and heavy 
shipments. of foods to Europe 
combine to bring shortages here, 
with spiraling prices. A variety 
of vegetables planted in July and 
August will make a real saving 
in the grcery bill during the fall 
months, and with luck, may yield 
a surplus for freezing or canning. 

Sow seeds of Chinese cabbage, 
swiss chard, endive and pole beans 
as soon as possible. If they are 
available,.move plants of cabbage, 
broccoli, collards and kale to 
vacant spots in the garden. Car- 
rots, beets and kohl-rabi may be 
sown between July 15 and Aug- 
ust 15, and green beans and tur- 
nips from August 1 to 15. Lettuce, 
spinach, greens and radishes may 
be started almost any time be- 
tween mid-July and September 1. 


The greatest difficulty with fall 
gardening is getting good germin- 
ation from summer plantings. 
This shouldn't be such a problem 
this year, for recent heavy rains 
have filled the soil with moisture, 


It is possible to get an excellent 
Stand of plants in even the driest 


weather, however, by supplying 
shade and moisture during germ- 
ination of the seed, 


Use Plenty of Water. 
Deep planting is frequently rec- 
ommended for summer seeding, 
but in heavy clay soils prevalent 
in most of the St. Louis area, it 
is much better to plant at the 
usual depth. If the ground is dry, 
soak the furrows to a depth of 
several inches before sowing the 
seed. Let the water run gently 
into the furrow, using a_ soil 
soaker or the hose with nozzle 
removed, To prevent the soil from 
washing, place a broad board un- 
der the end of the hose. 

Soaking seed in warm water 
for a few hours also will speed 
germination. Fine seeds, like let- 
tuce and carrots, will be easier 
to handle if, before planting, they 
are dried between layers of paper 
towels or blotting paper. 

Sow the seed in the damp fur- 
row, cover lightly, but don’t 
“firm” the soil. Carrots, beets, 
and lettuce will germinate bet- 
ter if covered with sifted sand, 
or with soil mixed with an 
equal quantity of sand, vermi- 
culite, or crumbled leaves. 

To keep the soil moist and cool, 
place damp burlap, wet news- 
papers or lengths of boards over 
the furrow. Watch closely to be 
sure that plantings do not dry out 
during germination, sprinkling 
lightly if needed. All covering 
should be removed as s00n as 
seeds start germinating, but if 
the weather is hot and windy, 
protection must be provided for 
the young seedlings.

Nation Must Do in Two 


Decades What Others 
Did in Centuries, Says 


Dimitrov. 


By DIMITER MISHEV 
SOFIA, Bulgaria, July 19 (AP) 
—Bulgaria’s Government, under 
Communist Premier Georgi Dimi- 


trov, has made its two-vear plan 
the dominating factor in the na- 
tion’s life. 


The emphasis is on hard work 
and reconstruction. Not only 
‘must the damage of the war be 
mended but, as Dimitrov put it: 
“Bulgaria has to cover within 
one to two decades the ground 
covered by other nations in cen- 
turies.” 


To this end the Government 
has encouraged the growth of 
militant organs patterned = on 
those of Soviet -Russia—shock 
brigades, a youth movement, a 
speed-up movement like the Stak- 
hanov system,’ regimentation of 
many groups. It is driving to 
change this backward argicul- 
tural country into a modern, 
well-balanced state. Meanwhile, 
it must recover from the Nazi 
occupation, two devastating 
drouths and the heavy burdens 
imposed by a lost war. 

‘The work campaign goes on 
alongside a bitter political fight 
in the Constituent Assembly, 
which is framing a new constitu- 
tion. There the Government is 
cracking down on the opposition, 
having placed Nikola Petkov, its 
Jeader, in jail and expelled 23 
mémbers of the Agrarian party. 
Opposition newspapers ceased 
publication several weeks ago, 
partly as a result of mechanical 
staffs’ refusal to print news and 
opinions they disagreed with, 


All Expected to Work. 


Every Bulgarian is. expected to 
work, young and old. When one 
is done with his own task, he is 
expected to.volunteer to help on 
another job. Thies emphasis on 
work has been translated into 
constitutional phrases: “Labor is 
honor” and “he who does not 
work must not eat.”

WOMAN FOUND GUILTY 
IN SLAVERY TRIAL 


Accused of Holding Maid in 
Bondage, Faces Maximum 
Penalty of 5 Years. 


SAN DIEGO, July 19.(UP) — A 
United States District Court jury 
today found Mrs. Elizabeth In- 
galls, formerly socially prominent 
in Houston, guilty of keeping her 
Negro housemaid as a slave. 

The jury did not reach an im- 
mediate verdict on similar charges 
against her husband, Alfred, a 
former Massachusetts state legis- 
lator. 

Mrs. Ingalls faces a maximum 
penalty of five years in prison and 
$5000 fine. 

It was the nation’s first trial for 
violation of the Thirteenth 
Amendment (anti-slavery) since 
the reconstruction days of the 
deep south following the Civil 
War. 

A jury of nine men and three 
women deliberated three hours 
and 23 minutes before reaching a 
verdict of guilty. 

The 62-year-old Mrs. Ingalls 

showed no emotien as the Verdict 
was read, Her husband held her 
hand and squeezed it slightly. 
‘ Judge Jacob Weinberger or- 
dered her returned to the custody 
of the United States marshal 
pending sentencing July 29. 

Ingalls pleaded for his wife. “I 

ge in the interest of mercy and 

e Golden Rule-that the court 
will allow my wife to remain on 
bail pending a new trial,” he said. 
“T urge with every fiber of my be- 
ing for you to allow this woman 
to go on living.”

Looking Ahead 


in Washington 


By the World Staff of the Asso- 
clated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 19. 
ROSPECTS are that Govern- 
ment officials who hope to im- 
press Russia with inter-Amer- 
ican unity at the forthcoming Rio 
de Janiero conference are in for a 
slight disappointment. 


The conference opens Aug. 15 
and will negotiate on an inter- 
‘American mutual] defense treaty. 


The United States recently at- 
tempted to grease the way so that 
the idea of inter-American unity 
would become the dominant 
theme. It maneuvered the govern- 
ing board of the Pan American 
Union into trying to resolve the 
major points before hand, but few 
diplomats believe it will work. 


The disputes center around a 
United States proposal 
would: 


1. Throw out the veto on en- 
forcement action by having de- 
cisions on a two-thirds vote basis. 
Argentina, for one, wants the veto. 


2. Make it mandatory for all 
American nations to go immedi- 
ately to the assistance of an at- 
tacked sister nation. Some Latins 
want to consult first, 


The United States hopes to 
avoid the usual split with Argen- 
tina. A majority of the Latin 
American countries already sup- 
port the United States view. The 
catch is that there will have to 
bé wide agreement since the 
treaty will have to be ratified by 
the various national congresses. 


‘A Government informant in 
Ottawa says that Canada has not 
been invited to the conference and 
is not sure it would accept if in- 
vited. Canada already has de- 
fense arrangements with the Unit- 
ed States which this person says 
it considers more important than 
any South American tie-up.) 


Overseas Briefs—Poland plans 
to abolish its cavalry except for 
‘a few units to be used for decora- 
tive purposes. A Foreign Ministry 
spokesman explains that Poland 
no longer has territory where ’cav- 
alry might be useful. 


Italian public employes in Rome 
now are talking openly about a 
possible strike. Government lead- 
ers admit they are underpaid and 
Premier De Gasperi has offered 
raises averaging 30 per cent. 


The Municipal Council of Paris 
intends to abolish the “classless” 
subway, charging higher fares in 
some cars to make up a deficit. 


National Names — Watch for 
Harold E. Stassen to step up his 
campaign for the Republican 
presidential nomination around 
November. A_ definite decision 
hinges on public opinion polls and 
the sentiments he uncovers him- 
self on his own travels.... 


Some diplomats expect that 
George S. Messersmith, resigned 
Ambassador to Argentina, may 
get another State Department 
assignment—perhaps in the ci- 
villian administration of Germany, 
where he served pre-war... 

Airline officials hear Chairman 
James M. Landis is planning to 
resign shortly from the Civil 
Aeronautics Board for a better 
paid business job. He probably 
will complete the special air safe- 
ty inquiry ordered by President 
ZEUMOR. « « « 

Maritime — In the interest of 
stability, the maritime industry 
may pass along to Harry Lunde- 
berg and the AFL Seafarers In- 
ternational Union the same 5 per 
cent wage boost granted last 
month to the CIO National Mari- 
time Union. 


Lundeberg’s contract will not 
expire until Sept. 30, but West 
Coast ship owners are believed 
willing to grant the rise anyway. 
AFL Masters, Mates and Pilots 
already have gotten it although 
their contract likewise ran until 
Sept. 30. 


Vatican-Egypt — Establishment 
of diplomatic relations between 
the Vatican and Egypt is expected 
in Vatican City. 

Egypt would be the first Mos- 
lem country in history to have 
such a connection with the Holy 
See. Cordial relations between the 
two states go back 130 years to 
the days of Mohamed Aly. They 
have been intensified under King 
Farouk. 


Kansas Politics — Kansans on 
Capitol Hill predict @ red-hot Re- 
publican senatorial primary 
their state next year, with former 
Gov. Alf M. Landon, 1936 G.O.P. 
presidential nominee, participat- 
ing actively in-the campaign, al- 
though not as a candidate. 

Former Gov. Andrew F. Schoep- 
pel is regarded as one likely con- 
tender for the seat now held by 
82-year-old Arthur Capper, but he 
has not announced his candidacy. 


India—A well-informed Moslem 
League member says Liaquat Ali 
Khan, finance minister in the In- 
dian interim government, is ex- 
pected to become premier of the 
New Pakistan Dominion to be set 
up Aug. 15. 

The Constituent Assembly for 
Hindu India is expected to com- 
plete drafting a charter by Oc- 
tober. However, several old and 
new problems must be settled. 


Aviation Notes— Officials are 
disappointed that delegates to the 
Rio de Janeiro world conference 
on a general agreement for ex- 
change of civil air rights (open- 
ing Oct. 20, not to be confused 
with the Defense Conference) will 
not be —— to sign a final 
pact. . 

Look ‘for some developments in 
bad weather landing aids to be 
announced by the Navy shortly.... 

XB-47, easily the fastest of the 
Army's new multi-jet bombers, 
may be flown on the West Coast 
within a couple of weeks. It will 
be the first bomber with a wr 
back wing. 


Tnited Nations—The British pro- 
fectorate of Basutoland, in South 
Africa, will protest to the United 
Nations General Assembly in Sep- 
tember that Britain is preparing 
to hand it over to the South Af- 
rican Government. The Basutos 
say this would violate an agree- 

ment between Queen Victoria and 
their Chief Moshesh. 

Dispatches from Baghdad, Iraq 


have said the Arab states may 
present their views to the U.N. 
Special Committee on Palestine, 
but Arab spokesmen here say 
there is no announcement on this 
now. 

Local headquarters of the Pre- 
paratory Commission of the Inter- 
national Refugee Organization in 
Rome says 6000 Poles, 1000 Aus- 
trians and 500 Czechs will be re- 
patriated from China, Palestine, 
India, East Africa and Egypt. 


Mexican Austerity — Mexicans 
have indicated determination to

NEWSPRINT OUTPUT 
RISE IN CANADA IS 
ONLY FRACTIONAL 


OTTAWA, July 19 (AP)—Cana- 
dian newsprint manufacturers, 
widely besieged with orders, are 
cautiously increasfng production 
by only fractional amounts and 
leaders of the industry estimate it 
may be as much as five years be- 
fore newspapers can get all the 
paper they want. 
The Newsprint Association of 
Canada, an organization formed by 
the manufacturers to safeguard 
their mutual interests, reports the 
Canadian makers probably will 
produce 4,348,700 tons of newsprint 
in 1947 as compared with 4,279,000 
in 1946 and 4,300,800 in 1945. Of 
this amount, probably something 
in the neighborhood of 80 per cent 
will go to the United States. 
American publishers, who rely 
on Canadian newsprint makers for 
that per cent of their require- 
ments, are expected to use up to 
4,400,000 tons of paper this year 
and would like to use more if they 
could get it. 
The Canadian newsprint manu- 
facturers are keenly alive to the 
needs of the American newspapers, 
leaders of the industry insist, and 
they are fully aware of the im- 
portance of the American market. 
However, they are sticking to 
the policy of caution as to produc- 
tive capacity and of collective 
price setting and allocation of sup- 
plies, they say, largely because of 
recollections of the collapse which 
followed wild prices and over-ex- 
pansion of the industry after 
World War I.

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Like Many: Another Farmer, Amiel 
Korando, His Crops Ruined, Goes 
About Weary Task of Cleaning Mud 
and Silt From Water-Soaked Home

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AMIEL KORANDO, WHOSE FARM IS ABOUT [0 MILES BELOW CHES-

E paddled the home-made 
W row boat through Amiel Ko- 

rando’s front gate and up to 
the front steps. You could just 
see the top of the open gate and 
some of the fence posts sticking 
up out of the water. Charley 
Brush yelled for Amiel to come 
out. Charley is Amiel’s brother- 
in-law and his farm is about a 
quarter of a mile away, by boat. 

Amiel came to the front. door. 
He had a scrub brush in his hand 
and he was wearing hip boots and 
an air of grim desperation. All 
day he had been working, cleaning 
the mud and silt out of his house. 
It was getting to be an old and 
tiresome job. He had been through 
the same thing in '43 and ’44 and 
it had ceased to be a novelty. 

“Come on up,” he said, “and I'll 
give you’ something to _ write 
about. Watch out for. that thing 
there on the step.” 

It was a huge hunk of iron, 
taken from a piece of farm Mma- 
chinery, which Amiel had put on 
the steps to keep the water from 
carrying them away. 

“Hadn’t been for that,” he said, 


“there wouldn’t have been any 


front steps.” 

As far as you could see in any 
direction, Amiel’s house was sur- 
rounded by water. Some of his 
outbuildings were still partially 
under water. His house was a lit- 
tle higher than the rest of the 
surrounding area, and only the 
day before the water had receded 
enough for him to get in on the 
ground flopr. There was a ladder 
leaning’ against the front porch 
which had been serving as an en- 
trance to the second floor where 
Amiel had been living, Off and on, 
since the water took over the first 
week in July. 


Amiel's place is about a mile 
and a half from the river on the 
Illinois side and about 10 miles 
below Chester. We had driven off 
the highway down a gravel road 
to where the road disappeared 
into the water. Parked along the 
road were a dozen cars, looking 
like cars lined up waiting for a 
ferry. The farmers drove their 
cars this far, left them, and then 
traveled to their farms by boat. 


* * * 


ACK up the road a piece, on 
Bau higher ground, was a farm 

lot filled with plows, tractors 
and other farm machinery. The 
farmers in the flooded area, now 
grown wise to the ways of floods, 
had learned to take as much ma- 
chinery as they could move out 
ahead of the water and leave it 
with neighbors and relatives on 
higher ground. 

Where the road disappeared in- 
to the water there were several 
rowboats. We borrowed one of 
them and rowed about half a mile 
to the railroad track®and the vil- 


_lage of Raddle, which was high 


and dry and which served as a 
sort of stopping off place in the 
sea of flood water. The farm- 
ers, sitting around in the one 
small combined store and beer 
joint, drank beer and talked about 
the high water and whether or 
not it was higher than the flood 
of '43. 

“You should of seen the railroad 
track when the water come up,” 
one of them said. “You never 


see so many animals. Rabbits a- 
sittin’ on the tracks, foxes, squir- 
rels and even a half dozen mink. 
You could get that close to ’em.” 

At the railroad track, we aban- 
doned our borrowed boat and met 
Charley Brush, who was going 
out to Amiel’s place and who 
agreed to take us along. 


“My son and I built this boat,” 
he explained. “Most everyone 
built boats around here in the 
last few years, because it seems 
like there ain’t many years you 
don’t need one.” 

We rowed across acres; what 
had ,once been wheat fields, oat 
fields and barley fields, The 
wheat stubble showed in places 
just above the surface of the 
water. It looked like it had been 
harvested, but it hadn’t. 

“The water,” Charley explained, 
“takes the heads off the wheat 
just like a combine. Yonder’s 
Amiel’s house, right down this 
road.” 


* . * 


E explained that we were 
H rowing along above the road 

which runs in front of Amiel’s 
house. We sat on Amiel’s top step 
and watched the water lap around 
the second step and talked about 
the flood. 

“T got 117 acres here,” Amiel 
said and another 180 = acres 
across the‘track. I lost 68 acres 
of wheat, 15 of barley, 80 of soy 
beans, 20 of corn and, of course, 
my vegetables garden, which is 
still over there under water. I 
was getting ready to put out beans 
and more corn. Just as well,” he 
said drily, “that I didn’t.” 

Amiel’s house, a_ two-story, 
eight-room frame structure, was 
built by his father, Albert Kor- 
ando, in 1892. It is typical of gay 
nineties architecture, with front 
porch extending from ground to 
roof and decorated with “ginger 
bread.” As a finishing touch, Al- 
bert had put his name, “A. Kor- 
ando,” in big cut-out wooden let- 
ters across the second (floor 
porch. Amiel had left it there, 
because he is A. Korando too. 


Hanging above the name now is 
a white flag about two feet 
square, “The Coast Guard put it 
there,” Amiel explained. “They’re 
on all the houses. If the flag is 
white that means all the people 
and livestock are out safe. If it’s 
a red flag, that’s a signal that 
people or livestock need to be res- 
cued. 


“We never had floods like this 
in the old days. First one I re- 
member was in 1922, Then again 
in 1927, and then they started 
coming almost every year. Of 
course, the house is old, but it 
can’t stand much more of this.” 

The first thing to strike the 
eye as we walked into Amiel’s 
house was the big newel post at 
the foot of the front stairs. It 
looked like it had been butted by 
a fair sized bull, 

“Made the mistake of pulling 
the rope in here and trying my 
boat to the post the other night,” 
Amiel said. “Waves came along 
and the boat dern near pulled 
the whole stairs down. Had 
waves four to four and a half 
feet high here the other day. 
Beat so hard against the house

they knocked some of the founda- 
tion blocks out.” , 

Amiel had finished cleaning the 
living room and the dining room 
but the floors and walls were 
still wet. An odor like aged fish 
and rotted vegetation filled the 
place, 

“Be a couple of weeks or more 
before we can move back in,” he 
said, “on account. of the odor.” 

About every fourth board in the 
floors had buckled, giving the 
floors the general appearance of 
a mammoth washboard. 


“Nothing you can do about it,” 
he said sadly. “After 
couple of floods I sanded them to 
get them as level as possible, but 
if I try to sand them again, we'll 
go right on through.” 

Even though the walls had been 
scrubbed, the high water mark 
was still visible about four feet 
from the floor on what had been 
new wallpaper. We moved back 
into the kitchen where Amiel was 
still cleaning mud off the floor and 
scrubbing the walls with a brush 
and a pail of water. 


“You have to come right in as 
soon as the water goes,” he said, 
“or you'll never get the stuff off. 
The sooner you get to it, the bet- 
ter. As it dries it sort of cakes, 
and at the same time gets slick 
and slimy. Then it forms a hard 
crust on top and in time it'll get 
worse than putty or something.” 

Mud was still on the kitchen 
window sills where it had almost 
dried out, 


“Watch this,” Amiel said. He 
scraped the mud off a part of the 
window sill and exposed bare 
wood, “When it gets that dry,” he 
explained, “it takes the paint right 
along with it, just like paint re- 
mover,” 


The usual process is to start out 
with a shovel and get the worst 
of the mud out, following this up 
with stiff brooms and buckets of 
water, and finally with mops. 

“It was a good four inches deep 
on these floors,” Amiel said. 


* * * 


T Charley’s house, a quarter of 
Ae mile away, the water still 

stood about three feet deep in 
the house, In fact, we paddled his 
boat through the front yard and 
front porch and almost into the 
living room. 

Amiel and Charley, like all peo- 
ple along the Mississippi and Mis- 
souri have finally become flood 
wise and, except for damage to 
house and crops, they don’t fare 
so bad as they used to. 

“We started getting ready in 
April,” Amiel said. “That’s when 
the first high water come this 
year. It didn’t stay long though.” 

When the big floods started late 
in June, Amiel and his neighbors 
started making preparations. 
Those, like Amiel, who had two- 
story houses, moved their furni- 
ture to the second floor. When 
possible they took out stoves and 
ice boxes. Then they moved their 
livestock and farm equipment to 
the homes of friends and relatives 
who live on high ground near the 
bluff, and sat back and waited for 
the water to come. 

In the °43 flood, most of them 
put their cars and farm machin- 
ery on the levee. because the water 
had never topped the levee up

([ressisn poets are currently in a horrible tizzy. For years 
they have been turning out both blank and blankety-blank 
verse eulogizing Joe Stalin. According to a survey by the 
| Catholic Digest, the Soviet 
sweet singers adhered rigid- 
ly to a line which command- 

ed: 

“The most characteristic 
feature of Soviet poetry is 
its main topic, the person of 
the chief. Whoever omits 
this subject cannot under- 
stand the real essence of our 
art. For a contemporary 
artist the conception of the 
chief is the ideal incarnation 
of the philosophical concep- 
tion of the people.” 

The stuff got pretty sticky 
around the edges. Djamboul 
Dvabaev, who might be elig- 
ible to become post laureate 
of the’ Burma Shave Co. if 
he could spring himself 
loose from his Russian gar- 
ret, provided the poetic 

straw that broke the chief's back recently, Dvabaev, in a fine 
frenzy, penned: 
“1 would have compared him to a white mountain, 
But the mountain has a summit.

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A Soviet critic named Slevinski wrote, “in spite of 
its hyperbole, it is the most accurate picture of Stalin, 
as Djamboul has what all of us lack, Stalin’s sweetness.” 
But the stuff finally was too much for Uncle Joe to 
stomach. He came out recently in the publication 
“Bolshevik” and said in effect that he'd frown up if 
the long haired boys didn’t lay off him.

NYTHING that happens to 
A Bare Didrikson Zaharias from 

now on will be slightly anti- 
climactic. She has nearly every- 
thing she’s ever wanted. The Babe, 
the world’s best woman athlete, 
has a trophy room filled to the 
door. She has a beautiful two- 
story brick house furnished with 
every possible convenience. She 
has a fur coat and plenty of nylon 
stockings, And she has George. 

George is a huge (300 pounds), 
cauliflower - eared, ex - wrestler 
whose shrewd brain has turned 
out ideas worth $100,000 during the 
past three years. 

There is one thing Babe and 
George both want and which they 
don’t as yet have. While the Babe 
was in Gullane, Scotland, win- 
ning the British Women’s Open 
golf title, George quietly confided 
he and the wife were planning a 
family in the near future. That’s 
why no one will be surprised if 
the Babe tucks her clubs away 
one of these days and starts out 
after the one other thing she 
wants-—a baby. 

At first glance, Mildred and 
George Zaharias are a strange 
looking couple. They have tried, 
since their marriage in 1938, to 
be an ordinary married couple. 
Perhaps they would have been if 
Babe had stayed in the retirement 
she entered in 1940. But after 
three years she regained her 
amateur standing and headed 
back into competition, Since then, 
Babe has been all over the coun- 
try in quest of golfing titles and 
George has gone along just to be 
near his wife. . 

Mildred Lois Didrikson was 
born in Port Arthur, Tex. on June 
26, 1913. Her parents were poor 
and Mildred was one of four 
sisters. A brother, Buddy, com- 
pleted the family. While the other 
three sisters—Lily, Esther and 
Dora—grew up and married, Mil- 
dred plunged into athletics. Those 
who knew her then said Mildred 
was far from attractive and wasn’t 
bothered much by men, hence, 
had plenty of time for basketball 
and baseball, her first interests. 

The family moved to Beaumont 
and Mildred starred in basketball 
and picked up the nickname 
“Babe.” She never has liked it 
and husband George has always 
called her Mildred. Later, the Did- 
riksons moved to Dallas, where 
Babe graduated from high school. 

By then, Babe had begun to 
break track records throughout 
Texas. She was beating college 
men in the dashes, hurdles and in 
throwing the javelin. She threw 
the javelin 143 feet 4 inches in 
the 1932 Olympics to set a new 
world’s record for women. 

Some of her earlier feats includ- 
ed coming within a second of ty- 
ing the world’s record in the 100- 
yard women’s free-style swimming 
event. She also once tossed a 
baseball 313 feet and there’s quite 
a number of big leaguers who 
have to strain to do that.

HE BABE ran into trouble 
T wits the Nationa] A.A.U. when 

she posed for an advertisement 
by perching on the front of an 
automobile while a photographer 
snapped a picture. Since she took 
no money in the deal, the Babe 
was eventually cleared, but she 
had gottén tired arguing about it 
and decided to turn professional 
auyway. 

Golf came harder than most 
sports for Babe. Though she won 
the first tournament she ever en- 
tered—Texas State Amateur, in 
1935—she lost in most of them 
that followed. The layoff from 
1940 to 1943 didn’t help either. For 
the Babe, who loves competition, 
it was a long wait. 

The Babe hit for California for 
her new coming-out party on the 
links. She won the Los Angeles 
Midwinter, the Palm Springs 
Medal and five other lesser tourna- 
ments, topping her 1948 efforts by 
winning the Western Open. Later 
she won this latter title twice 
more, in 1945 and 1946. 

Oddly enough, Babe wasn’t ex- 
citing much attenfion, even in 
Denver, where she and George had 
moved in 1940. In fact, it was not 
until she had won the North-South 
tourney at Pinehurst, 
N.C., on April 10 of this year, that 
sports writer began to take no- 
tice. Perhaps the reason was that 
Babe was so used to winning and 
the public was so used to reading 
about it. At any rate, the nation 
woke up to find that Babe had 
won 15 straight titles and was 
heading for the British Women’s 
Open.

at Gullane was hailed as almost as 
important as the one in 1776 and 
was more highly publicized. Even 
stolid Denver broke loose and gave 
the Babe her day in town on her 
return home, She was paraded 
through downtown Denver while 
perched high on a beautiful float 
and given a 250-pound key to the 
city by Quigg Newton, the city’s 
boy Mayor. Carting the key home 
presented a problem but big 
George tucked it under his arm 
and walked away. 

The belting Babe of the greens 
is a different woman from the 
Mrs. George Zaharias of 3159 De- 
pew street, located in fashionable 
west Denver. The Babe is thor- 
oughly feminine, a fact you 
wouldn’t guess when you see her 
drive an average of 240 yards in 
tournament play.

ABE lives in a house which is 
B surrounded by a huge lawn. 

Her roses are known all over 
town and she worries almost as 
much about them as she does 
about “my beautiful George.” He 
telephoned her every day when 
she was in Scotland but Babe was 
still distressed that George had to 
be away from her. 


“My beautiful George” is an ex- 
steel worker who is big enough to 
take care of a small army and 
doesn’t look as though he needs 
anyone worrying about him. 

George was born in Pueblo, 
Colorado, 38 years ago, and was 
swinging a sledge hammer shortly 
after he reached his teens. Pueb- 
lo is a miniature Pittsburgh but 
the sledge hammers there are just 
as heavy as anywhere and George 
got to be a pretty tough fellow. 
He was wrestling at 15 and had 
18 years of mauling behind him 
when Babe married him in 1939 
and made him quit. Babe was al- 
ready worried about George. 


Zaharias and Babe met on a 
Los Angeles golf course when a 
friend paired them for an after- 
noon round. George even remem- 
bers the date—Jan, 3, 1938—and 
that gives you the tipoff on how 
this giant feels about’ the mighty 
Babe. George followed Babe and 
Babe followed George all over the 
country, George finally catching 
her in St. Louis, There, he put a 
massive foot down and told the 
Babe she was going to marry him. 
He set the date as Dec. 23, 1938.

Babe and George blissfully 
honeymooned in Australia where 
Babe knocked over a couple of

Babe was doing the three-year 
waiting stretch to get back her 
amateur standing when George 
organized the wrestling business 
in Denver. He mow promotes in 
Denver where Mammoyth Gardens 
are at his disposal. Every Wednes- 
day night, the Garden is filled 
(5500 persons) and George grosses 
about $7500 per week. He keeps 
much of the money in the family 
by billing his brothers, Tom and 
Chris, on the shows,

EORGE also runs shows in 

Pueblo; Fort Collins, Greeley, 

Del Norte and several other 
smaller towns in Colorado which 
brings ‘his earnings over $10,000 a 
week, He also dabbles in real 
estate and owns the Arena cigar 
store, a hole in the wall in the 
heart of Denver’s financial dis- 
trict. Plenty of the money goes to 
financing Babe’s golfing ventures 
and about the only thing he won't 
talk about is how much it cost 
him to send Babe into 16 tourna- 
ments this year. 


Babe is crazy about George, too. 
She darns his oversized socks,

During the off season, Babe 
plays only occasional golf with 
George. He has beaten her only 
once in all their matches. But 
he has contributed many tips on 
style that have helped Babe be- 
come a champion. He shoots in 
the high seventies but has never 
played in a tournament. 


The Zaharias’s evenings are 
usually spent either at the movies 
or at some sports event. Denver 
does not have many, so Babe and 
George have also taken to operas, 
concerts and cards. The Babe is 
as versatile in her likes as she 
was in athletics. She now plays 
only golf and has given up swim- 
ming and other sports. She is an 
expert at billiards and they have 
a table in a downstairs game

, room. 


When Babe came home from 
Scotland she denied the Scottish 
and English people were anything 
but nice to her. One story had 
her getting snubbed because she 
was beating all the local gals but 
Babe says this isn’t so. 

“They made me a life member 
at the club where I won the title, 
didn’t they?” the Babe asked. 

Sports writers here were in- 
clined to agree that she was well 
liked by the people across the 
Atlantic, particularly when she 
brought out all’the presents she 
had received at Gullane,-: The Babe 
has been showing off her plaids 
all over town, The only thing she 
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“didn’t bring home was a set of 


bag pipes. 

Even if she had gotten the cold 
shoulder, it is doubtful if Babe 
would have said anything. She 
has been competing against men 
so long she has acquired their 
habits of competition. She knows 
what it is to be “rode” and she 
can bite back. 


Babe did. note that Scottish gal- 
leries acted differently than Amer- 
ican fans. Of this, she said: 


“I felt funny when I first played, 
No matter how well I hit the ball, 
no one applauded, It was sort of 
discouraging. But after a match 
is over the British show their ap- 
preciation by clapping their hands 
for several minutes.

George’s 300 pounds now makes 
him about 60 pounds overweight. 
He hasn't had time to reduce so 
he and Babe sleep on a specially 
made bed eight feet square. 


Some fabulous stories have been 
told about the Babe. On the links 
she actually is very serious. Oc- 
casionally, when she is far ahead, 
she will let down and put on a 
show for the gallery. George says 
she played no football, as was re- 
ported many times, and that she 
pitched baseball only a few times. 
She did strike out Babe Ruth but 
George cagily surmises the Eam- 
bino was playing along with the 
Zag. 

Babe will defend some of her 
golf titles this fall. She is too 
much a competitor to let some 
other woman take over her crown. 


The Babe has made the greatest 
sports record of any women in 
history. She sits on top the world. 
But she knows what every woman 
knows and she knows that Babe 
Didrikson will tuck away her 
clubs when she starts to tuck 
away the young Babe she and 
George want so badly. °

Baked 
Ham 


By the Chef 


HERE seems to be a bit of 
T contusion these days about the 

cooking of the various types 
of hams now found in the mar- 
kets. Hams, although initially ex- 
pensive, are good buys, for there 
is little waste to them, and they 
keep for use for a long time, and 
the ways and means of their left- 
overs are nothing short of mirac- 
wlous. 


If you buy a labeled wrapped 
»ham, put out by one of the big 
packing houses, follow the direc- 
tions on the wrapper for cook- 
ing it. For thosa which do not 
need parboiling and are so marked 
—baking in a slow oven brings 
best results. A ham weighing 16 
to 18 pounds requires four and a 
haif hours to be done—15 minutes 
per pound. A 12-14 pounder will 
take three to four hours, or about 
16 minutes per pound. For a 10 | 
to 12 pound hain, the total will | 
be three to three and a half hours; 
an eight to 10 pounder, two and) 
three-quarters to three hours of 
baking (about 20 minutes per 
pound); a five to seven pound 
ham, two to two and a half hours. 
Tt is best to let the harm: warm 
It is best to let the ham wahm 
ing to bake it.

WRAP THE HAM loosely in its 
inner wrapper or in clean wrap- 
ping paper. Pace it, fat side up, 
om a rack in an open pan, and 
bake it, with no water, at 325 
degrees. When it is done, remove 
the paper, skin it and glaze with 
any mixture you like. My family 
likes this one: 

Score the fat crisscross after 
the ham has been skinned, and 
stud it with cloves. Rub the sur- 
face thickly with a paste of brown 
sugar, honey and grated orange 
rind. Add some orange juice to 
the pan. Set ham in a hot oven 
for 15 minutes and baste it often 
and lightly with the orange juice— 
but be gentle, so as not to wash 
the glaze away. 


* * * 


A COUNTRY HAM, which has 
not been partially cooked, must be | 
scrubbed—with a brush if need be 
—to remove smoke, mold and any 
dirt. Cover the ham with clean 
cold water, and let stand over- 
night. To cook, drain, and pour 
over ham freshly boiling water to 
cover. Bring to full boil, then 
set at simmer, and let simmer for 
five minutes more for each pound 
than is given in the baking table 
for partially cooked hams above. 


When a long-tined fork goes 
into the ham easily, it is done.

you might want to find out its lo- 
cation and whether it’s shallow or 
artesian: Find out the capacity 
and how often it goes dry, if ever. 

Now about the pipes. Naturally 
brass or copper piping is prefer- 
able to galvanized. Galvanized 
will eventually rust and will have 
to be replaced. Complete brass or 
copper piping indicates that who- 
ever built the house was interested 
in doing a good job, but don’t go 
overboard and start tossing hard 
cash around just because you see 
a few feet of brass pipe. It’s the 
overall picture that counts and not 
just one or two small items. 

The final ‘word on a plumbing 
system is whether it works or not. 
Trot around the house turning on 
faucets and see wnat you get. 
Does the water run clean or is it 
rusty and dirty? When a down- 
stairs faucet is open how is the 
pressure on the fixtures upstairs? 
If you get approximately uniform 
pressure out of all the faucets at 
the same time then at least you 
know that the pipes are large 
enough and the pressure is good.

3. Severe earache and pps 
middle ear inflammation or 
scess. 
4, Often spells of fever fora mane 
days, with no apparent cause oth-| 
er than the infected tonsils.

ATLANTA, Ga., July 19 (AP)— 
A good many Southerners recently 
were jolted rudely out of their 
dreams of magnolias, hoopskirts 
and the “Old Manse.” 

The jolt came from an exclusive- 
ly Southern organization, the 
Southern Association of Science 
and Industry. Under the chair- 
manship of Thomas C. Boushall, 
president of the Bank of Virginia 
at Richmond, an association com- 
mittee said: 

Southerners are somewhat 
given to platitudinous observa- 
tion rather than specific and dy- 
namic action. 


In Southern programs, the 
South is experiencing a multi- 
plicity of mediocrity rather than 
achievement in any degree of 
single greatness. 

A loyalty to the traditions of 
the South interferes with South- 
ern zeal to solve Southern prob- 
lems. 

Southerners are concerned 
with state loyalties above re- 
gional accomplishments. 

A narrowness of view and self- 
ishness of purpose both are 
tending to defeat the elevation 
of the South as a whole, 


Equals Britain’s Population. 


With that indictment, Boushall’s 
committee went on to say: “We 
find that the 15 Southern states 
have a population equal to that 
of Great Britain. Few people real- 
ize that we are three times as 
numerous as Canadians. Are we 
not, then, 40 million strong, equal- 
ly capable of organizing our eco- 
nomic and social resources?” 

The association is an organiza- 
tion with headquarters in Rich- 
mond, Va. which is seeking to 
mobilize the best brains in the 
South for an all-out attack on 
Southern problems, 

It is patterned after the New 
England Council and is financed 
by contributions from individuals, 
industrial corporations and asso- 
ciations. 

Although the physical setup is 
not new, the underlying principle 
is. The association is predicated 
on the belief that the South as a 
region is comparable to the man 
who mounted his horse and tried 
to ride off in all directions at 
once,

Industrial Plants Increase. 


“In 1935 the 17 Southern states 
(Maryland to Texas) had 34,143 
industrial plants. This total in- 
creased to 44,779 by 1945. The 
number of employes in this same 
period increased from 1,563,000 
to 3,103,000. The value of products 
from these plants increased from 
$7,500,000,000 to $20,600,000,000....’ 

Research, the comittee contin- 
ued, is now being carried out by 
nearly every state university in 
the South; in addition, recent 
years have seen private research 
laboratories come into being—the 
Southern Research Institute at 
Birmingham; the Institute of Tex- 
tile Technology at Charlottesville, 
Va., and the Herty Foundation at 
Savannah, among others. 

A committee under Dean Paul 
Chapman of the University of 
Georgia School of Agriculture re- 
cently submitted a preliminary re- 
port which found a need for: In- 
creased use of power and im- 
proved farm machinery; establish- 
ment of efficiency standards in 
operating family-size farms, and 
specifications for establishing and 
operating agricultural industries 
and services. 


South’s Potential Riches. 


The South is potentially rich, 
but since it can’t get its gold to 
market it remains poor. In this 
region there are one-third of the 
mineral riches of. the United 
States, one-fifth the bituminous 
coal, two thirds of the oil, two 
thirds of the natural gas, one half 
the marble, 97 per cent of the 
phosphates, 99 per cent of the sul- 
phur, 40 per cent of the forests, 
100 per cent of the turpentine and 
resin and so much iron ore and 
salt that the amount is estimated 
not in tons but in cubic miles. 

In addition, the South has 50 
per cent of the nation’s farms on 
which are produced 90 per cent of 
the cotton, 100 per cent of the 
cane sugar, 87 per cent of the 
rice, 100 per cent of the peanuts;

The prisoners also are told that 
the Japanese Government doesn't 
want them to come home, but that | 
they are being repatriated through 
Soviet magnanimity. 

Japanese officials estimate that 
1,000,000 prisoners, most of them 
' civilians, were taken by the Rus- |. 
gians at the end of the war. It is! 
believed, however, that this figure! 
Was greatly reduced by deaths re- 
sulting from exposure, malnutri-— 
tion and epidemics, but al! at- 
tempts by the Japanese, acting 
through the United States, to 
jearn how many prisoners remain 
in Russian hands are met with 
silence in Moscow.

NFORTUNATE ‘race relations that persist in the South 
were emphasized by the killing of eight Negro con- 
victs by guards at a State prison camp near Bruns- 

wick, Georgia. Five other Negroes were wounded. The 
guards fired with rifles and shotguns on 27 convicts herded 
into a barbed wire enclosure. Camp officers said convicts 
were attempting a break. 

Conflicting testimony highlighted an uncompleted cor- 
oner’s inquest. It indicated that despite reforms, Georgia's 
penal system continued a potential source of tragedy and 
injustice. 

Camp Warden W. G. Worthy testified the mass shoot- 
ing followed a day of trouble and insubordination. Prison- 
ers had refused to work on the highway, he said, had 
finally been herded into camp stockade; they broke and 
ran toward 12-foot-high fence when he shot a ringleader, 
who had “lunged at him,” in the leg. He said he entered 
stockade to bring out five convicts he thought were causing 
the trouble. 

Prisoners accused Worthy of having been “half-drunk” 
at time of shooting. They said before entering stockade he 
flourished two pick handles, threatened to kill the prisoner 
he later shot in the leg. They testified Worthy fired when 
the prisoner ‘‘fell against him,’”’ that the warden then com-

OIL, the nation’s basic heritage, is be- 
ing washed from cultivated fields to 
streams and rivers in alarming quan- 
tities. It is estimated the recent heavy 
rains and resultant floods carried away 
enough topsoil from Missouri, Ilowa and 
Illinois farmlands to cover all of St. Louis 
and St. Louis County to a six-inch depth. 

The unchecked force of water not 
only sweeps away rich topsoil but soon 
tears gullies in the land. These jagged 
ditches make operation of farm machin- 
ery difficult, endanger livestock, often 
make land useless for agriculture. To

prevent such destructive erosion, water 
control is vitally necessary. In recent 
years, many farmers have come to rea- 
lize the value of terracing, a method of 
land preservation used for centuries in 
the Orient. Terraced fields produce bet- 
ter crops because they hold more mois- 
ture, slow down water runoff to a non- 
erosive velocity. 

Grass waterways form the basis of 
erosion control practices. A broad, shal- 
low channel running from top to bottom 
of a hill or slope, the waterway con- 
fines runoff water to a definite course.

into waterway. They check sheet erosion, which skims 
off topsoil so evenly it may not be readily noticed. 


Excess water is carried to the waterway 
by terraces, which divide a hillside into 
small watersheds. 

Terraces are constructed at approxi- 
mately right angles to the land slope, 
are made by piling earth above the 
ground line in a ridge that runs along 
the contour of the hill. A channel is cut 
below the original ground level on the 
uphill side of this ridge. Held in this 
channel by the hill on one side, the ter- 
race on the other, water flows slowly 
to the waterway, thence downhill. Water- 
way empties into natural water course.

soup with sour cream, known to the Russians as borsch, is 
becoming increasingly popular. 

Chef Louis Bass of Bretton’s uses fresh beets to make 
borsch. Beets are boiled until tender, skinned and grated. 
Seasoning, citric acid, grated beets, and lemon juice are 
then added to boiling water and the mixture is brought to 
a boil. Eggs are beaten until light and the hot beet mix- 
ture is beaten slowly into them. Soup is cooled and placed 
in refrigerator. Sour cream is stirred in a short time before 
soup is to be served. 

INGREDIENTS. The following will make two quarts of. 
beet soup, enough to serve eight persons: Three cups 
grated beets, two quarts boiling water, one-half tablespoon 
salt, one tablespoon sugar, one-half teaspoon citric acid, 
three eggs, one pint sour cream, juice of two lemons.
